WHEREAS, it has been reported that the towns of Abucay, Balanga, Limay, Mariveles, Morong, 
Orani, Orion, Pilar and Sarnal in Bataan; Lubao, Macabebe, Masantol, and Sasmuan in Pa mp an g a; 
Bulacan, Hagonoy, Malolos, Obando and Paombong in Bulacan; Malabon, Navotas, Paranaque, and 
Las Pinas in Metro Manila; and Bacoor, Kawit, Maragondon, Naic, Noveleta, Rosario, Tanza and 
Temate in Cavite, including Cavite City, are affected by the red tide toxins; 

WHEREAS, the former Secretaries of Health and Agriculture have jointly recommended to the former 
President the declaration of a state of public calamity in the aforementioned areas; 

WHEREAS, the Chairman of the National Disaster Coordinating Council has likewise recommended 
the declaration of a state of public calamity in the said areas. 

WHEREAS, there is urgent need to declare the existence of a state of calamity in said areas to ensure 
the implementation of emergency measures for the welfare and safety of the people therein. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare a state of public calamity in the coastal areas of Bataan, 
Pampanga, Bulacan, Metro Manila and Cavite, including Cavite City, which are affected by the red 
tide toxins. 


All departments and other government agencies concerned are hereby directed to implement and 
execute relief and rehabilitation work in accordance with existing operational plans and directives and 
orders issued in connection with calamities.

All departments and other government agencies concerned are hereby directed to implement and 
execute relief and rehabilitation work in accordance with existing operational plans and directives and 
orders issued in connection with calamities.

Executive Order No. 350, series of 1989 was issued which prescribed the guidelines 
governing the filing and processing of manifestations for amnesty, pending the issuances of an amnesty 
proclamation by the President concurred in by Congress; 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 350 applies to all individuals who of their own free will have 
returned or will return to the folds of the law after having committed an act or acts in violation of 
existing laws in furtherance of their political beliefs; 

WHEREAS, desirous of resuming their lawful pursuits or occupations as loyal and law abiding 
citizens, four thousand four hundred fifty three individuals had returned to the fold of the law and had 
filed their applications for amnesty under Executive Order No. 350, and whose applications have 
already been processed and are ready for final dispositive action; 

WHEREAS, there may still be others who may want to apply for amnesty under Executive Order No. 
350; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution, do hereby order as follows: 

SEC. 1. GRANT OF AMNESTY - Amnesty is hereby granted in favor of the four thousand four 
hundred fifty three persons hereinabove mentioned and whosoever may want to apply for amnesty 
under Executive Order No. 350 from the date of this Proclamation up to December 31, 1992, who have 
committed any acts covered under Section 2 of Executive Order No. 350, namely: treason; conspiracy 
and proposal to commit treason; misprision of treason; espionage; rebellion or insurrection; inciting to 
rebellion or insurrection; inciting to sedition; illegal assemblies; illegal associations; direct assaults; 
indirect assaults; resistance and disobedience to a person in authority or agents of such peisons; 
subversion; and illegal possession offirearms and/orexplosives. 

SEC. 2. Effect of Grant of Amnesty - The grant of amnesty under this Proclamation shall completely 
obliterate the criminal offense and extinguish the criminal liability therefor and restore the grantee to 
all civil and political rights lost or suspended on account of the commission of offenses enumerated in 
Section 1 of this Proclamation. 

SEC. 3. Date and Period of Effectivitv - This Proclamation shall take effect from the date of 
concurrence by a majority of all the members of Congress up to December 31, 1992.

“GRANTING AMNESTY IN FAVOR OF PERSONS WHO HAVE FILED APPLICATIONS FOR 
AMNESTY UNDER EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 350, SERIES OF 1989 AND CREATING THE 
NATIONAL UNIFICATION COMMISSION” 

Section 2. The Fifth Whereas Clause is hereby amended to read as follows: 

‘‘WHEREAS, desirous of resuming their lawful pursuits or occupations as loyal and law abiding 
citizens, four thousand fourhundred eighty five (4,485) individuals had returned to the folds of the law 
and had filed their applications for amnesty under Executive Order No. 350, and whose applications 
have already been processed and are ready for final dispositive action;” 

Section 3. A new Whereas Clause is hereby added after the Sixth Whereas Clause to read as follows: 

‘‘WHEREAS, to address the problem of bringing back the rest of the rebels in our society to the folds 
of the law, there is need to undertake a comprehensive and participative peace process which will 
involve all concerned sectors of society in order to generate the collective political will to attain peace 
with justice;” 

Section 4. Section 1 of Proclamation No. 10 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

‘‘SEC. 1. GRANT OF AMNESTY. Amnesty is hereby granted in favor of those who have applied for 
amnesty under Executive Order No. 350, and whose applications had already been processed and are 
ready for final action as of date hereof, and whosoever may want to apply for amnesty under Executive 
Order No. 350 from the date of this Proclamation up to December 31, 1992, who have committed any 
act covered under Section 2 of Executive Order No. 350, series of 1989. 

Section 5. A new section to be numbered as Section 2 is hereby inserted between Sections 1 and 2 of 
Proclamation No. 10 which shall read as follows: 

‘‘SEC. 2. ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NATIONAL UNIFICATION COMMISSION. - An advisory 
body, to be known as the National Unification Commission, hereinafter referred to as the Commission, 
is hereby created which will, through consultations with concerned sectors of society, to include all 
rebel groups, as well as the Armed Forces of the Philippines and the Philippine National Police, 
recommend to the President of the Philippines within ninety (90) days from the effectivity of this 
Proclamation a viable general amnesty program and process that will lead to a just, comprehensive and 
lasting peace. The Commission shall be composed of a Chairman and four (4) members to be 
designated by the President, and two (2) members each of both houses of Congress as may be 
designated by the Senate President and the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The amount 
necessary for the operational and administrative expense of the Commission shall be provided by the 
Office of the President.” 


Sections 2, and 3 of Proclamation No. 10 are hereby renumbered Sections 3 and 4, respectively. 



Section 6. This Proclamation shall take effect upon concurrence by a majority of all the members of 
Congress.

WHEREAS, the common practice in the majority of our hospitals today is to separate the newbome 
from their mothers and kept in nurseries where they are fed prelacteals and starter formulae instead of 
colostmm and human milk; 

WHEREAS, adopting a pro-breastfeeding, mother and baby-friendly policy, nationally and 
individually, by hospitals does not take away the freedom of choice but gives mothers the right to 
exercise their freedom — in the light of scientific advice rather than commercial promotion; 

WHEREAS, breastfeeding and rooming-in can help hospitals and other health institutions save by 
cutting down on expenditures such as the maintenance of formula rooms and nurseries, purchase of 
feeding bottle sets and milk formulae, electricity, water, and others; 

WHEREAS, despite the advantages of breastfeeding, the trends in the practice of breastfeeding in the 
country have been found to be declining; 

WHEREAS, 32 governments, 10 United Nations and other agencies, convened at a Policymakers 
meeting held on August 1, 1990 developed and adopted the Innocenti Declaration on the Protection, 
Promotion and Support of Breastfeeding; 

WHEREAS, the first day of August 1992 has been declared World Breast-feeding Day by World 
Alliance for Breastfeeding Action; 

WHEREAS, the Baby-Friendly Hospital Initiative was launched worldwide by the World Health 
Organization and the United Nations Children’s Fund with the cooperation of other international non- 
government organizations; 

WHEREAS, there is an increasing number of hospitals in the Philippines being recognized as Baby- 
Friendly Hospitals which practice rooming-in, encourage breastfeeding, and ban breastmilk substitutes 
in their premises;

WHEREAS. in 1988, the World Health Assembly adopted the goal of global eradication of 
poliomyelitis by the year 2000; 

WHEREAS, in July 26, 1990, the Philippines became the 31st country to ratify the United Nations 
Convention on the Rights of the Child (CRC); 

WHEREAS, in September 1990, heads of state and other world leaders, including the Philippines, met 
at the World Summit for Children resulting in the World Declaration on the Survival, Protection and 
Development of Children and Plan of Action for implementing the World Declaration; 

WHEREAS, this Declaration contained goals which include the global goal for the eradication of 
poliomyelitis by the year 2000; 

WHEREAS, the Western Pacific Region of the World Health Organization (WHO) where the 
Philippines is a member-country is committed to the eradication of poliomyelitis by the year 1995; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines as a founding member of the United Nations reaffirms its commitment to 
the objectives of the World Health Organization, particularly the goal of eradicating poliomyelitis and 
sustaining Universal Child and Mother Immunization (UCMI); 

WHEREAS, in 1989, the Philippines attained the goal of Universal Child Immunization (UCI) and 
reaffirmed its commitment to child survival by sustaining this high immunization coverage of 86% 
Fully Immunized Child (FIC) nationwide in 1991; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby reaffirm the commitment of the Philippines to the Universal Child and 
Mother Immunization (UCMI) goal by launching the Philippines Poliomyelitis Eradication Project to 
achieve the goal of sustained UCMI and the ultimate eradication of the wild poliovirus from the 
Philippine environment by 1995. 

To achieve this, I hereby order the Department of Health (DOH) to be the lead agency in overseeing 
this project. As such, the DOH will formulate the guidelines to assure success of this project. The DOH 
may call on other government organizations and non-government agencies, including industries, for 
any assistance it will need. 

I, therefore, call on all government and non-government agencies and every Filipino citizen, here and 
abroad, to join hands in making the Philippines “polio-free” by 1995.

PROCLAIMING THE ADOPTION AND IMPLEMENTATION OF THE SUBIC CONVERSION 
PROGRAM AS A PRIORITY NATIONAL PROGRAM FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND 
DIRECTING ALL HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS, BUREAUS, OFFICES, AGENCIES AND 
INSTRUMENTALITIES OF GOVERNMENT TO SUPPORT THE PROGRAM 


WHEREAS, it is the declared policy and a priority program of the Government to accelerate the 
balanced and sustainable conversion into alternative productive uses of the Subic military reservation 
and its contiguous extensions in order to jumpstart the economic and social development of Central 
Luzon in particular and the country in general; 

WHEREAS, subject to the concurrence by resolution of the Sangguniang Panlungsod of the City of 
Olongapo and the Sangguniang Bayan of the Municipalities of Subic, Morong and Hermosa, Republic 
Act No. 7227 provides for the creation of a Special Economic and Free Port Zone in the lands occupied 
by Subic Naval Base and its contiguous extensions as defined by the 1947 Military Bases Agreement 
and within the territorial jurisdiction of the local governments abovecited, whose metes and bounds 
shall be delineated in a proclamation by the President of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the government recognizes the regional importance of the Subic Bay Special Economic 
and Free Port Zone in view of its strategic location in Asia, inherent attractions and existing facilities; 

WHEREAS, since the Subic Bay Special Economic and Free Port Zone is the first of its kind in the 
country, it is essential for all government departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities 
to be familiar with the policies and objectives of the conversion program; 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of government to encourage the active participation of the private sector 
and foreign investments in transforming the Subic military reservation and its extensions into a highly 
productive Asian center for trade and commerce; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby proclaim the adoption and implementation of the Subic Conversion 
Program for economic development in consonance with the following: 

SECTION 1. Policy Framework. Cognizant of the regional importance of the Subic Bay Special 
Economic and Free Port Zone as enunciated and adopted by Republic Act No. 7227, the conversion 
program shall be subject to the following policies: 

1.1 The zone (including the adjoining communities) shall be developed with strong private sectois 
participation into a self-sustaining industrial, commercial, financial and tourism center; 

1.2 The zone shall be operated and managed as a separate customs territory ensuring free flow or 
movement of goods and capital within, into and exported out of the zone; 

1.3 The zone shall operate with minimum red tape from government without interfering with market 
forces; provide efficient and adequate range of support facilities andservices for business locators; 

1.4 An open door policy to overseas investors and expertise; and 

1.5 Measures must be adopted to ensure the protection of the forest and the environment. 


SEC. 2. Objectives of the Conversion Program. Subic Conversion Program shall have the following 
objectives: 



2. 1 Create an appropriate business environment that will enhance the Free Trade, Free Port Policy with 
minimum bureaucratic red tape; 

2.2 To provide immediate employment opportunities and accelerate the transfer of technology to the 
Philippines; 

2.3 To encourage the entry of productive local and foreign investments in the conversion and 
privatization of the former military facilities to commercial use in the following areas: 

- export -oriented industrial development; 

- tourism development; 

- trade and service industry development; 

- software and high technology industry development; and 

2.4 To contribute to the rapid industrialization of the country. 

SEC. 3. Implementing Agency. The Subic Bay Metropolitan Authority (SBMA) as mandated under 
Section 13 of Republic Act No. 7227 is hereby designated to implement the Subic Conversion 
Program The SBMA shall promulgate implementing mles and regulations forthe zone consistent with 
Republic Act No. 7227 in consultation with concerned departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and 
instrumentalities of government. 

SEC. 4. Role of Departments, Bureaus, Offices, Agencies and Instrumentalities. All heads of 
departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the government are hereby directed to 
facilitate the necessary approvals and to coordinate with the SBMA to expedite the implementation of 
the various projects of the conversion program. 

SEC. 5. Privatization Policy. The following policies on privatization shall guide the SBMA and the 
government departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities, in support of the conversion 
program 

5.1 SBMA shall encourage the participation of the private sector by privatizing the development and 
operations of the various facilities and projects necessary to fully implement the conversion program; 

5.2 SBMA, unless otherwise authorized by the Office of the President, shall limit itself to lease of land 
within the base-lands; 

5.3. SBMA may privatize through: 

a) lease of land and improvements or sale of improvements ; 

b) management contract; 

c) joint venture to operate and manage utilities and certain vital facilities; 

d) build -operate-transfer scheme or its variants for capital intensive infrastructure development; and 

e) otherschemes allowed pursuant to Republic Act No. 7227. 

SEC. 6. Effectivity. This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

18 is a santol tree; comer 19 is a duhat tree; comer 26 is a melina tree and all the rest of the comers are 
stakes. 

The lots within this Proclamation shall be disposed of through stewardship contract under the 
Integrated Social Forestry Program inasmuch as the area is presently classified as forest zone, subject 
to appropriate modes of disposition under the Public Land Law, as amended, should there be a 
reclassification later.

WHEREAS, Section 439(a), Chapter 10, Book III of Republic Act No. 7160, otherwise known as the 
Local Government Code of 1991 provides that ‘‘[E]very barangay shall, in coordination with the 
Pederasyon ng mga Sangguniang Kabataan at all levels, conduct an annual activity to be known as the 
Linggo ng Kabataan on such date as shall be determined by the Office of the President”; 

WHEREAS, Articles 208 and 209 of Rule XXVIII of Administrative Order No. 270 Prescribing the 
Implementing Rules and Regulations (IRR) of the Local Government Code of 1991 provides for the 
Observance of the Linggo ng Kabataan and its Activities; 

WHEREAS, it is desirable that the achievements of the Filipino Youth in their chosen fields of 
endeavor which significantly contributes to the development of the nation be given recognition and 
attention by the people; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare September 25-30, 1992, and every year thereafter 
as the Linggo ng Kabataan. As mandated by Articles 208 and 209 of Rule 28 of Administrative Order

every province, city, municipality, and barangay in coordination with the Pederasyon ng mga 
Sangguniang Kabataan shall conduct the following activities during the Linggo ng Kabataan: 

(a) Election of the counterparts of all elective and appointive local officials, as well as heads of NGAs 
stationed or assigned in the territorial jurisdiction of the LGU, among in school and community youth 
residing in the LGU concerned from ages thirteen (13) to seventeen (17). During said week, they shall 
hold office as boy and girl officials and shall perform such duties and conduct such activities as may be 
provided in the ordinance enacted pursuant to the Local Government Code; 

(b) Commemoration of young Filipino heroes who made significant contributions to the development 
of the country or locality; 

(c) Recognition and awarding of outstanding youths and youth organizations for their achievements 
and contributions to national development; and 

(d) Awareness campaign on environmental issues, sports festivals and competitions, cultural festivals, 
arts and skills exhibition, volunteer work, tour of historical places, and such other youth-oriented 
activities as may be deemed relevant.

WHEREAS, floodwaters ranging from 3 to 4 feet were noted in several barangays in La Union, Ilocos 
Norte and Pangasinan in Region I, Cagayan, Isabela, Quirino and Kalinga-Apayao in Region II and 
Pampanga in Region III. A series of landslides were triggered along Kennon Road which isolated 
Baguio City. Roads were rendered impassable and agricultural lands were inundated. On the other 
hand, while Batanes has not reported any damage, this province is always on the path of typhoons ; and 

WHEREAS, the latest reports revealed that 38,267 families or 220,869 persons have been affected, 
some of whom are now staying in evacuation centers.

DECLARING A MORAL RECOVERY AND ENJOINING ACTIVE 
PARTICIPATION OF ALL SECTORS IN THE FILIPINO SOCIETY 

WHEREAS, there is a need for moral renewal in order to eradicate the social ills that have plagued us 
for the past several decades, such as graft and corruption, patronage politics, apathy, passivity, 
mendicancy, factionalism and lack of patriotism; 

WHEREAS, Article XIV, Section 3 (2) of the Constitution provides that “all educational institutions 
shall . . . inculcate patriotism and nationalism, foster love of humanity, respect for human rights, 
appreciation of the role of national heroes in the historical development of the country, teach the rights 
and duties of citizenship, strengthen ethical and spiritual values, develop moral character and personal 
discipline, encourage critical and creative thinking, broaden scientific and technological knowledge 
and promote vocational efficiency”; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Senate, on September 18, 1987 adopted the Shahani-sponsored Resolution 
No. 10 directing a Senate Task Force to inquire into the strengths and weaknesses of the Filipino 
Character with a view to solve the social ills and strengthen the nation’s moral fiber, thereby laying the 
groundwork for the national campaign for Moral Recovery; 

WHEREAS, the Senate Task Force, after comprehensive study, has established the need to develop in 
the Filipino — (1) a sense of patriotism and national pride, or “pagmamalaki sa bansa” — a genuine 
love, appreciation and commitment to the Philippines and things Filipino; (2) a sense of the common 
good or “kakayahang magmalasakit” — the ability to look beyond selfish interests, a sense of 
community living, a sense of justice and a sense of outrage at its violation; (3) a sense of integrity and 
accountability, or “katapatan at pananagutan” — an aversion towards graft and cormption in society 
and an avoidance of the practice in one’s daily life; (4) the value and habits of discipline, hard work or 
“pagsisikap”, self-dignity and self-reliance; and (5) the value and habits of self-reflection and analysis 
or “pagpapahalaga at pagsusuri sa sarili”, the internalization of spiritual values, the emphasis on 
essence rather than on form; 

WHEREAS, moral recovery is an integral aspect in ensuring success in the government’s economic 
development and people empowerment programs and projects; 

WHEREAS, the Moral Recovery Program is conceived to be an important dimension of programs 
which this administration has already launched such as the KABISIG, the various poverty alleviation 
and countryside development programs, livelihood andbasic services delivery, among others; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to prepare the youth to respond to the challenges of modernization and the 
21st century; 

WHEREAS, there are existing mechanisms which can serve to promote and ensure a sustained Moral 
Recovery Program for national development and solidarity; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the sovereign will of the Filipino people and the powers vested in me by the laws of the land, do hereby 
order: 

SECTION 1. Enjoining Active Participation in the Moral Recovery Program . Filipinos of all ages 
and all sectors of our society are hereby enjoined to actively participate in the national campaign for 
Moral Recovery. 



The Moral Recovery Programs will primarily aim to inculcate the following virtues for national 
development: pride in being Filipino; caring and sharing; integrity and accountability; self-reliance; 
good manners and right conduct which shall also cover the value and habits of courtesy, discipline and 
respect for authority and institutions ; people empowerment; and, self -reflection and analysis . 

SECTION 2. Implementing Arm of the Moral Recovery Program . The KABISIG People’s 
Movement National Operations Center is hereby tasked to serve as the implementing arm of the 
Executive Branch’s Moral Recovery Program. Among others, it shall ensure the integration of moral 
values in the implementation of various KABISIG and other government programs and projects and 
shall coordinate with the Congress of the Philippines to ensure synchronized executive-legislative 
activities. 

All Constitutional Commissions, bodies and the judiciary are enjoined to actively promote and 
participate in these efforts in view of their cmcial role in the promotion of social justice and respect for 
human rights. 

SECTION 3. The Creation of the Council of Advisers on Moral Recovery . A council of Advisers on 
Moral Recovery shall be constituted to advise the President on all matters pertaining to moral recovery. 
This shall be composed of individuals who are living exemplars of Filipino values and who should be 
emulated by the people. The Council of Advisers shall be named by the President within thirty (30) 
days from the signing of this Proclamation. 

SECTION 4. Effectivitv . This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

WHEREAS, the government is detemiined to provide economic alternatives to, and pursue a sound 
resettlement program for, the affected citizens; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Postal Corporation desires to conduct a fund raising campaign in order to 
help the government generate the money needed to launch said economic and resettlement programs as 
encouraged under Memorandum Order No. 35, dated September 8, 1992;

of the Gulf’s resources before they reach the stage of irreversible damage; 

WHEREAS, in order to effectively implement such plan, there is a need to declare the Lingayen Gulf 
as an area to be devoted to sustain production of fish and other marine products, preserve genetic 
diversity, protect natural features, and enhance outdoorrecreation;

Air Base proper (4,440 has.) and portions of the Clark reverted baselands (23,601 has.). 

Section 2. Transfer of CSEZ Areas to the Bases Conversion and Development Authority. - The 

Clark Air Base proper covering 4,440 hectares, more or less, and portions of the Clark reverted 
baselands covering 23,601 hectares, more or less, totalling 28,041 hectares declared as the total area of 
the CSEZ in accordance with Section 1 hereof are hereby transferred to the BCDA. 

These areas are approximate and subject to actual ground surveys. 

The BCDA shall determine utilization and disposition of the above mentioned lands. 

Section 3. Governing Body of the Clark Special Economic Zone. - Pursuant to Section 15 of R.A.

- The areas inside the Clark Air Base proper intended for use 
by the military, by the Mt. Pinatubo Assistance, Resettlement and Development Commission, by the 
University of the Philippines (U.P.) and other institutions, if any, shall be delineated and covered by 
separate Memoranda of Agreements to be agreed upon and entered into by the BCDA and DND/AFP, 
the Pinatubo Commission, the U.P. and the other institutions, subject to the final approval of the 
President.

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by law and the resolutions of concurrence of the local government 
units directly affected, LFIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, hereby 
create and designate the area covered by the Wallace Air Station as embraced, covered and defined by 
the 1947 Military Bases Agreement between the Philippines and the United States of America, as 
amended, and the other contiguous lands located within the territorial jurisdiction of the Municipality 
of San Fernando, Province of La Union, as Poro Point Special Economic and Freeport Zone (Poro 
Point). 

Section 1. Creation of Poro Point Special Economic and Freeport Zone. - Poro Point shall cover 
the land and bay areas which include the Wallace Air Station, the San Fernando Airport, Seaport, 
Barangays Poro and San Vicente and portions of Barangays San Agustin, San Francisco and Canaoay 
of the Municipality of San Fernando, Province of La Union, consisting of eight hundred (800) hectares, 
more or less, subject to actual survey and verification by the Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources (DENR). Areas that will be reclaimed from the adjoining shores of Poro Point shall also be 
included in the Poro Point Special Economic and Freeport Zone. 

Section 2. Transfer of Wallace Air Station Areas to the Bases Conversion Development 
Authority.- All areas covered by the Wallace Air Station as embraced and defined by the 1947 
Military Bases Agreement between the Philippines and the United States of America, as amended, 
excluding those covered by Presidential Proclamations and some 25-hectare area for the radar and 
communication station of the Philippine Air Force, are hereby transferred to the Bases Conversion 
Development Authority (BCDA) provided that the area now occupied by the Voice of America shall be 
considered transferred to the BCDA only upon the turn-over of this property to the Republic of the 
Philippines. Future reclaimed lands from adjoining shores of Poro Point shall be considered transferred 
and owned by BCDA. 

Section 3. Governing Body of Poro Point. - Pursuant to Section 15 of R.A. 7227, BCDA is hereby 
established as the governing body of the Poro Point Special Economic and Freeport Zone. BCDA shall 
determine the utilization and disposition of the above mentioned lands subject to private property 
rights. It shall promulgate the necessary policies, mles and regulations to govern and regulate the Poro 
Point Special Economic and Freeport Zone thm an operating and implementing arm it may establish or 
through another entity/entities or joint venture with whom it may enter into a contract with for its 
economic development and optimum utilization. 

Section 4. Operation of the Airport and Seaport. - The development, operation and management of 
the airport and seaport is hereby transferred to BCDA, subject to policies, mles and regulations 
promulgated by the Air Transportation Office, Civil Aviation Authority and Philippine Ports Authority. 

Section 5. Investment Climate in the Poro Point Special and Economic and Freeport Zone.- 

Pursuant to Section 5 (m) and Section 15 of R.A. 7227, BCDA shall promulgate all necessary policies, 
mles and regulations governing Poro Point including investment incentives, in consultation with the 
local government units and pertinent government departments for irnple mentation by BCDA. Among 
others, Poro Point shall have all the applicable incentives in the Subic Special Economic and Freeport 
Zone under R.A. 7227 and those applicable incentives granted in the Export Processing Zones, the 
Omnibus Investment Code of 1987, the Foreign Investment Act of 1991 and new investment laws 
which may hereinafter be enacted. 



Section 6. Role of Departments, Bureaus, Offices, Agencies and Instrumentalities. - All heads of 
departments, bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the government are hereby directed to 
give full support to BCDA and/or its implementing subsidiary or joint venture to facilitate the 
necessary approvals to expedite the implementation of the various projects of the conversion program. 

Section 7. Local Authority. - Except as herein provided, the affected local government units shall 
retain their basic autonomy and identity. In case of conflict between BCDA and the local government 
units concerned in matters affecting the Poro Point, other than defense and security, the decision of 
BCDA shall prevail. 

Section 8. Repealing Clause. - All presidential acts, letters of instruction, executive orders, mles and 
regulations or parts thereof which are inconsistent with the provisions of this Proclamation are hereby 
repealed, amended or modified accordingly. 

Section 9. Effectivity. — This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

AGRICULTURAL COMMUNITY UNDER THE AGRARIAN REFORM COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND 
SITUATED INBORONGAN AND SAN JULIAN, PROVINCE OF EASTERN SAMAR 


WHEREAS, Section 85, Chapter XII, Title 5 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, approved 7 November 
1936, otherwise known as the “Public Land Act”, authorizes the President to designate, by 
proclamation, any tract or tracts of land of the public domain for the establishment of agricultural 
communities ; 


WHEREAS , Section 14, Chapter 4, Title I, Book III of the Administrative Code of 1987 provides that 
“[t]the President shall have the power to reserve for settlement or public use, and for specific public 
purposes, any of the lands of the public domain, the use of which is not otherwise directed by law.

and conditions as the Department may prescribe, giving priority to qualified and deserving farmers in 
the province where such lands are located;” 

WHEREAS, it is the declared policy of the State to provide a vigorous land resettlement program in 
order to create a truly viable social and economic structure in the country; 

WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the government to provide the people with lands as well as

WHEREAS, the Housing and Urban Development Coordinating Council (HUDCC) and the National 
Government Center Housing Committee (NGCHC) have determined that the number of families 
residing in the aforesaid site had increased from approximately 18,000 to 60,000, and that horizontal 
development through subdivision and distribution of individual lots would not adequately provide for 
the housing needs of said families;

WHEREAS, the vertical development of the site through the implementation of a “medium-rise 
building” housing project would increase the number of families who can effectively become 
beneficiaries of the government’s socialized housing program. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare that portion of the National Government Center 
site, which had already been identified under Proclamation No. 137 (1987), and more particularly 
described as follows: 

“A PARCEL OF LAND covering a portion of SW 0-04-000494 situated west of Commonwealth 
Avenue, bounded on the E., by Commonwealth Avenue, on the SW., by Don Enrique Heights 
Subdivision and BF Homes Subdivision; on the W., by Dona Petrona and Fairview Subdivision; and on 
the NW„ by Ideal Homes and Don Jose Desiderio, containing an approximate area of 1,500,00 square 
meters.” 

likewise open for vertical development whereby the National Government Center Housing Committee 
(NGCHC) may undertake a “medium-rise building” housing project wherein condominium-type 
dwelling units shall be built as integral parts thereof. Provided that, the lots, dwelling units and other 
improvements, or interests therein, either singly or in combination, shall be disposed of to the bona fide 
residents thereat as of 28 March 1992 in the manner and conditions most expedient in carrying out the 
purposes of this Proclamation, subject to requirements under applicable laws, the executive orders and 
other administrative issuances. 

Furthermore, pursuant to Section 2, paragraph b (3) of Republic Act No. 7279 (1992), portions of the 
site which are deemed conducive to livelihood and commercial activities shall be accordingly 
developed by the National Government Center Housing Committee, to harness and maximize 
economic and development opportunities for the beneficiaries and communities therein.

RESERVING FOR THE PURPOSE OF ESTABLISHING SETTLEMENT AND AN 
AGRICULTURAL COMMUNITY UNDER THE AGRARIAN REFORM COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND 
OF THE PUBLIC DOMAIN SITUATED IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF BUNAWAN AND 
VERUELA (LOCALLY NAMED NUEVA ERA), PROVINCE OF AGUSAN DEL SUR 


WHEREAS, Section 85, Chapter XII, Title 5 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, approved 7 November 
1936, otherwise known as the “Public Land Act”, authorizes the President to designate, by 
proclamation, any tract or tracts of land of the public domain for the establishment of agricultural 
communities ; 


WHEREAS , Section 14, Chapter 4, Title I, Book III of the Administrative Code of 1987 provides that 
“[t]he President shall have the power to reserve for settlement or public use, and for specific public 
purposes, any of the lands of the public domain, the use of which is not otherwise directed by law. The 
reserved land shall thereafter remain subject to the specific public purpose indicated until otherwise 
provided by law or proclamation”; 

WHEREAS, Section 3(5), Chapter 1, Title XI, Book IV of the Administrative Code of 1987 provides 
that the Department of Agrarian Reform shall “|a|d min is ter and dispose of, under a settlement scheme 
all portions of the public domain declared as alienable and disposable lands for speedy distribution to 
and development by deserving and qualified persons who do not own any land and under such terms 
and conditions as the Department may prescribe, giving priority to qualified and deserving fanners in 
the province where such lands are located”; 

WHEREAS, it is declared policy of the State to provide a vigorous land resettlement program in order 
to create a truly viable social and economic structure in the country; 

WHEREAS, it is the responsibility of the government to provide the people with lands as well as 
technical guidance and assistance to make them independent, self-reliant and responsible citizens; and 

WHEREAS , there is a big tract of agricultural land in Bunawan and Veruela, Agusan del Sur found to 
be suitable for cultivation and conversion into a well-organized and developed resettlement area for 
landless fanners, rebel-retumees, evacuees and other deserving Filipinos. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, and upon the recommendation by the Secretary of Agrarian Reform 
and the Secretary of the Environment and Natural Resources, and pursuant to Section 85, Chapter XII, 
Title 6 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, otherwise known as the “Public Land Act” and Section 14, 
Chapter IV, Title 1, Book III of the Administrative Code of 1987, do hereby reserve for the purpose of 
establishing a settlement and an agricultural community under the administration and disposition of the 
Department of Agrarian Reform subject to private rights, if any there be, and to future classification, 
certain parcels of land, more particularly described as follows:

Future 
reclaimed lands from adjoining shores of Poro Point and areas released by the Philippine Air Force 
shall be considered transferred and owned by BCDA.” 

SEC. 2. All orders, rules and regulations, or parts thereof, which are inconsistent with this 
Proclamation are hereby repealed, amended, or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 3. This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

WH ER EAS, aware that the aforecited projects or activities would entail enormous capital outlay, 
which can neither be substantially funded from current finances of the Nayong Pilipino Foundation, 
Inc., nor from budgetary support from the National Government, it has become necessary to develop 
and tap new sources of operating funds, one expedient means of which is the possibility of holding a 
fund-raising campaign; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby authorize the Nayong Pilipino Foundation Inc., to conduct a national 
fund campaign for a period of one (1) year, effective upon the promulgation of this Proclamation.

CALLING THE CONGRESS OF THE PHILIPPINES TO A SPECIAL SESSION 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by the Constitution, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the 
Republic of the Philippines, do hereby call the Congress of the Philippines to a Special Session on 
November 3 to 6, 1993 to urgently consider and enact the following bills: 

1. “An Act requiring Government-Owned or Controlled Corporations to declare at least twenty-five 
percent (25%) of their annual net profit as cash dividends to the National Government”; 

2. “An Act increasing the documentary stamp tax, amending for the purpose certain provisions of the 
National Internal Revenue Code, as amended”; 

3. “An Act imposing a tax on the sale of shares of stock listed and traded through the local Stocks 
Exchange, amending for the purpose the National Internal Revenue Code, as amended, by inserting a 
new section and repealing certain sub-sections thereof’; 

4. “An Act amending Title VI and Sections 237 and 238 of the National Internal Revenue Code, as 
amended”, [re: VAT refinements]; 

5. “An Act providing for the legalization of the stay of certain aliens unlawfully residing in the 
Philippines, and for other purposes”; 

6. “An Act liberalizing the entry and scope of operations of foreign banks in the Philippines, amending 
for the purpose Republic Act No. 337, otherwise known as the General Banking Act”; 

7. “An Act extending the life of the Committee on Privatization and the Asset Privatization Trust”; 

8. “An Act to amend Section 5 of the Republic Act numbered seventy six hundred and thirty seven, 
entitled ‘An Act appropriating the sum of ten billion Pesos for the aid, relief, resettlement, 
rehabilitation and livelihood services as well as infrastructure support for the victims of the eruption of 
Mt. Pinatubo, creating the Mt. Pinatubo Assistance, Resettlement and Development Commission, and 
for other purposes”.

CERTAIN A LIEN ABLE AND DISPOSABLE PARCELS OF LAND EMBRACED THEREIN, AND 
DECLARING THE SAME OPEN TO DISPOSITION UNDER THE COMPREHENSIVE 
AGRARIAN REFORM PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM AND 
OTHER PERTINENT LAWS RELATIVE TO TITLING OF LANDS NOT SUITABLE FOR 

AGRICULTURE. 


WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 63, dated 25 June 1914 and Proclamation No. 391, dated 13 1939 
established certain parcels of land in the Province of Surigao, Island of Mindanao, as Mineral Land 
Reservation; 

WHEREAS, the residents of the parcels of lands covered by this Proclamation have, since 1988, 
petitioned the Government for the coverage of said parcels underthe agrarian reform program; 

WHEREAS, the Secretaries of the Departments of Environment and Natural Resources and of 
Agrarian Reform have entered into a Memorandum of Agreement to conduct geological surveys for the 
determination of lands classified as Alienable and Disposable and those suitable for residential 
purposes; 

WHEREAS , portions of the said alienable and disposable lands described herein have been utilized for 
agricultural, community development (barangay/municipal) or residential purposes by the long-term 
settlers in the said lands; 

WHEREAS, the aforementioned portions of the Mineral L^ind Reservation have been classified as 
alienable and disposable undervarious Land Classification Maps; 

WHEREAS, the findings of the Director of Mines and Geosciences show that portions of the areas 
covered by the said Minerals Land Reservation have been explored to have low geological potential for 
minerals and therefore remain undeveloped for mining purposes; 

WHEREAS , under the provisions of Section 6 of Presidential Decree No. 463, as amended, otherwise 
known as the Mineral Resources Development Decree of 1974, the President may alter or modify the 
boundaries of an area established as mineral reservation or revert any mineral reservation to the public 
domain without prejudice to any prior subsisting rights, upon the recommendation of the Minister (now 
the Secretary of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources) based on the report submitted 
by the Director of the Mines and Geosciences Bureau; 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 448 as amended by Executive Order No. 506 of 1992 provides that 
“Except nationalparks and other protected areas, all lands orportions ofthe public domain reserved by 
virtue of proclamation or law for specific purposes or uses by Departments, bureaus and agencies of 
the Government, which are suitable for agriculture and no longer actually, directly and exclusively 
used or necessary for the purpose for which they have been reserved . . . shall be segregated from the 
reservations and transferred to the Department of Agrarian Reform for distribution to qualified 
beneficiaries underthe Comprehensive Agrarian Reform Program” 

NOW, THEREFORE, upon the recommendation of the Secretary of the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources, and the Secretary of the Department of Agrarian Reform based on the report 
submitted by the Director of the Mines and Geosciences Bureau, and pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 6 of Presidential Decree No. 463, otherwise known as the Mineral Resources Development 
Decree of 1974, and Executive Order No. 506 of 1992, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the 
Republic of the Philippines, do hereby exclude certain tracts of alienable and disposable lands fromthe 
Mineral L^ind Reservation established under Executive Order No. 63, dated 25 June 1914 and 



Proclamation No. 391, dated 13 March 1939 and declare the same open to disposition under the 
Comprehensive Agrarian Reform Program of the Department of Agrarian Reform.

WHEREAS, Section 2 of Presidential Decree No. 491 (25 June 1974), as amended, declared “that 
nutrition is now a priority of the government to be implemented by all branches of government in an 
integrated manner”; 

WHEREAS, Presidential Decree No. 491 (25 June 1974), as amended, created the National Nutrition 
Council for the purpose of formulating and implementing an integrated national program on nutrition; 

WHEREAS, the National Nutrition Council has formulated the 1993-1998 Philippine Plan of Action 
for Nutrition which was approved by the Cabinet on 20 July 1993; 

WHEREAS, the 1993-1998 Philippine Plan of Action for Nutrition is consistent with various global 
movements to eradicate hunger and malnutrition in the world, as enunciated in various international 
fora, including the following: the International Conference on Nutrition (ICN) held in December 1992 
in Rome, Italy during which a World Declaration and Global Plan of Action for Nutrition was ratified; 
the Conference on Ending Hidden Hunger held in 1990 in Montreal, Canada during which participating 
countries vowed to prevent, control, and eliminate deficiencies in vitamins and minerals; and the World 
Summit for Children held in 1989 in New York during which nutritional goals to ensure child survival 
and development were adopted; and 

WHEREAS, the 1993-1998 Philippine Plan of Action for Nutrition seeks to solve the country’s 
nutritional problems which continue to be a major inpediment to national development.

PROCLAMATION NO. 347 

GRANTING AMNESTY TO REBELS, INSURGENTS, AND ALL OTHER PERSONS WHO HAVE 
OR MAY HAVE COMMITTED CRIMES AGAINST PUBLIC ORDER, OTHER CRIMES 
COMMITTED IN FURTHERANCE OF POUTICAL ENDS, AND VIOLATIONS OF THE 
ARTICLES OF WAR, AND CREATING A NATIONAL AMNESTY COMMISSION 

WHEREAS, the peace process, as an anchor of political, economic and social stability and 
development, has steadily moved forward with the overwhelming acceptance and support of the 
Filipino people; 

WHEREAS , to enhance and hasten the peace process, there is a need to reintegrate, as soon as 
possible, all rebels and insurgents into the mainstreamof society under the rule of law, including those 
who may have committed unlawful acts in furtherance of their respective political beliefs; 

WHEREAS, the grant of amnesty to those who may have committed unlawful acts in pursuit of their 
political beliefs is one of the sixpaths to the attainment of a just and lasting peace as recommended by 
the National Unification Commission; 

WHEREAS, amnesty was proclaimed under Proclamation Nos. 10 and 10-A, which proclamations 
however extended only to those who applied for amnesty under Executive Order No. 350, Series of 
1989, and whose applications were processed and ready for action as of 28 July 1992, and who applied 
for amnesty under Executive Order No. 350 from 28 July 1992 up to 31 December 1992; 

WHEREAS , after the lapse of the period for application for the grant of amnesty under Proclamation 
Nos. 10 and 10-A, many more rebels and insurgents, who may have committed unlawful acts in pursuit 
of their political beliefs, have returned or expressed their desire and readiness to return to the fold of 
the law and join the mainstream of Philippine society; and 

WHEREAS , there is a need for government to act on rebel and insurgent returnees’ request for the 
grant of amnesty so that they may live in peace in the pursuit of productive endeavois without 
prejudice to any legal arrangement that may result from a negotiated settlement which the government 
is pursuing with the various rebel and insurgent groups. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution, do hereby declare and 
proclaim: 

Section 1 . Grant of Amnesty. - Amnesty is hereby granted to all persons who shall apply therefor and 
who have or may have committed crimes, on or before thirty (30) days following the publication of this 
Proclamation in two (2) newspapers of general circulation, in pursuit of political beliefs, whether 
punishable under the Revised Penal Code or special laws, including but not limited to the following: 
rebellion or insurrection; coup d’etat; conspiracy and proposal to commit rebellion, insurrection or 
coup d’etat; disloyalty of public officers or employees; inciting to rebellion or insurrection; sedition; 
conspiracy to commit sedition; inciting to sedition; illegal assembly; illegal association; direct assault; 
indirect assault; resistance and disobedience to a person in authority or the agents of such person; 
tumults and other disturbances of public order; unlawful use of means of publication and unlawful 
utterances; alarms and scandals; illegal possession of firearms, ammunition orexplosives, committed in 
furtherance of, incident to, or in connection with the crimes of rebellion or insurrection and violations 
of Articles 59 (desertion), 62 (absence without leave), 67 (mutiny or sedition), 68 (failure to suppress 
mutiny or sedition), 94 (various crimes), 96 (conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentlemen), and 97 
(general article) of the Articles of War; Provided, that the amnesty shall not cover crimes against 
chastity and other crimes committed for personal ends. 

Section 2. Effects. - (a) Amnesty under this Proclamation shall extinguish any criminal liability for 
acts committed in pursuit of a political belief, without prejudice to the grantee’s civil liability for 



injuries or damages caused to private peisons. The grant of amnesty shall also effect the restoration of 
civil orpolitical rights suspended orlostby virtue of criminal conviction. 


(b) The amnesty herein proclaimed shall not ipso facto result in the reintegration or reinstatement into 
the service of former Armed Forces of the Philippines and Philippine National Police personnel. 
Reintegration or reinstatement into the service shall continue to be governed by existing laws and 
regulations; Provided, however, that the amnesty shall re in state the right of AFP and PNP personnel to 
retirement and separation benefits, if so qualified under existing laws, rules and regulations at the time 
of the commission of the acts for which amnesty is extended, unless they have forfeited such retirement 
and separation benefits for reasons otherthan the acts covered by this Proclamation. 

Section 3. Firearms. - The surrender of firearms, ammunitions and explosives shall not be a condition 
for amnesty. Applicants for amnesty may surrender their firearms within sixty (60) days from the 
effectivity of this Proclamation without incurring liability for illegal possession thereof. The 
Government shall continue to encourage rebels and insurgents to turn-in firearms, ammunition and 
explosives which may be in their possession. 

Section 4. National Amnesty Commission.- There is hereby created a National Amnesty 
Commission, hereinafter referred to as the Commission, which shall be primarily tasked with receiving 
and processing applications for amnesty, and determining whether the applicants are entitled to 
amnesty under this Proclamation. Final decisions or determinations of the Commission shall be 
appealable to the Court of Appeals. 

Pursuant to its functions, the Commission shall be authorized to: 

Administer oaths, summon witnesses and require the production of documents by subpoena duces 
tecum; Provided, that the testimonies of the applicant and his witnesses for a grant of amnesty, and any 
evidence presented by himbefore the Commission not otherwise, available to the prosecution, shall not 
be used as evidence against the applicant in any other proceeding where the amnesty is not in issue, 
except for perjury committed in so testifying; 

Promulgate mles and regulations subject to the approval of the President; 

(c) Call on any Government office, body, agency, instrumentality, council and commission to render 
assistance in the efficient and effective implementation of its functions; 

Constitute Local Amnesty Boards in such provinces, cities, and municipalities as may be necessary; 
and 

(e) Perform such other functions necessary for the proper implementation of this Proclamation as may 
be authorized by the President. 

The Commission shall be composed of seven (7) members: a chairperson and three (3) regular 
members to be appointed by the President; the Secretary of Justice, the Secretary of National Defense 
and the Secretary of the Interior and Local Government as ex-officio members . 

The amounts necessary for the operational and administrative expenses of the Commission shall be 
funded from the budget of the Office of the President. 

The term of the Commission shall expire upon the completion of its assigned tasks as may be 
determined by the President. 

Section 5. Who May Apply. - All persons who have or may have committed the crimes enumerated in 
Section 1, within the period prescribed therein, including those detained, charged, or convicted for the 
commission of the same crimes, may apply with the Commission for the grant of amnesty. 



Section 6. Application Period. - Applications for the grant of amnesty shall be filed under oath with 
the Commission within six (6) months from the effectivity of this Proclamation. 


Section 7. Effectidty. - This Proclamation shall take effect upon concurrence by a majority of all the 
Members of the Congress.

CODE, THE ARTICLES OF WAR, OR OTHER SPECIAL LAWS, COMMITTED IN 
FURTHERANCE OF, INCIDENT TO OR IN CONNECTION WITH COUNTER-INSURGENCY 

OPERATIONS 


WHEREAS, it is recognized that certain personnel of the Armed Forces of the Philippines (AFP) and 
the Philippine National Police (PNP) have or may have committed acts or omissions punishable under 
the Revised Penal Code, the Articles of War or other special laws, in furtherance of, incident to or in 
connection with counter-insurgency operations and; 

WHEREAS, in order to promote an atmosphere conducive to the attainment of a comprehensive, just 
and enduring peace in line with the Government’s peace and reconciliation program, there is a need to 
declare amnesty in favor of said personnel of the AFP and the PNP. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution, do hereby declare and 
proclaim: 

SECTION 1. Grant of Amnesty. — Amnesty is hereby granted to all personnel of the AFP and the 
PNP who shall apply therefor and who have or may have committed, as of the date of this 
Proclamation, acts oromissions punishable under the Revised Penal Code, the Articles of Warorother 
special laws, in furtherance of, incident to, or in connection with counter-insurgency operations; 
Provided, that such acts or omissions do not constitute acts of torture, arson, massacre, rape, other 
crimes against chastity, or robbery of any form; and Provided, That the acts were not committed for 
personnelends. 

SECTION 2. Where To Apply. — AFP and PNP personnel may apply for amnesty with the 
National Amnesty Commission, hereinafter referred to as the Commission, created under Proclamation 
No. 347, dated March 25, 1994, which is tasked with receiving and processing applications for amnesty 
and determining whether the applicants are covered by amnesty under said Proclamation and this 
Proclamation. Final decisions or determinations of the Commission shall be appealable to the Court of 
Appeals . 

SECTION 3. Application Period. — Applications or the grant of amnesty under this Proclamation 
shall be filed under oath of the Commission within six (6) months of the effectivity of this 
Proclamation, and forthwith, the Commission shall act in the same pursuant to its authority under said 
Proclamation No. 347. 

SECTION 4. Effects. — (a) Amnesty under this Proclamation shall extinguish any criminal liability 
for acts committed by the grantee, without prejudice to the grantee’s civil liability for injuries or 
damages caused to private peisons. The grant of amnesty shall also effect the restoration of civil or 
political rights suspended or lost by virtue of criminal conviction. 

(b) The amnesty herein proclaimed shall not ipso facto result in the reintegration or reinstatement 
into the service of former AFP and PNP personnel. Reintegration orre instatement into the service shall 
continue to be governed by existing laws and regulations; Provided, however, that the amnesty shall 
reinstate the right of AFP and PNP personnel to retirement and separation benefits, if so qualified 
under existing laws, mles and regulations at the time of the commission of the acts for which amnesty 
is extended, unless they have forfeited such retirement and separation benefits for reasons other than 
the acts covered by this Proclamation. 



SECTION 5. Effecti\ity. — This Proclamation shall take effect upon concurrence by a majority of 
all the Members of the Congress.

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the State to provide a vigorous land resettlement program in order to 
create atmly viable social and economic structure in the country;

WHEREAS, Republic Act No. 7279, otherwise known as the Housing and Urban Development Act 
dated 24 March 1992, among others, provides the extension of socialized housing to the 
underprivileged and the homeless; 

WHEREAS, the full implementation and distribution of benefits under Republic Act No. 7279 has 
been delayed in view of the lack of manpower and logistic support or inability of local government 
units to undertake the actual registration and thereby complete their respective masterlist of social 
housing beneficiaries; and, 

WHEREAS , considering the urgency of completing the Masterlist, it is necessary to specify time 
frames within which vital activities should be completed and to seek the participation of the concerned 
sectors. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby 
declare the month of July 1994 as the National Registration Month for Potential Socialized Housing 
Beneficiaries ofR.A. 7279. 


SECTION 1. Voluntary Registration. For the month of July 1994, all individuals who believe that 
they possess all the qualifications and none of the disqualifications of programbeneficiaries under R.A. 
7279, as stated under Section 17 of the said law, shall register with their respective local government 
units and shall provide the following information: 

a. Site/location of the property occupied; 

b. Name of the owner of the property, if known to the occupant; 

c. Number of years of the occupant in the property; 

d. Present occupation of the occupant and monthly family income; 

e. Names and ages of dependents; and, 

f. Other relevant information. 


SEC. 2. Responsibilities of Local Government Units. Pertinent to the registration, all local 
government units are hereby directed to undertake the following: 

a. Provide the venue for the registration; 

b. Collate, verify and process the data gathered/or data given by potential beneficiaries/applicants 
within sixty (60) days; 

c. Provide the necessary logistics forthe actual registration, collation, verification and processing of the 
data; 

d. Submit to the Housing ad Urban Development and Coordinating Council a complete and verified 
Masterlist of Socialized Housing Beneficiaries within ninety (90) days; 

e. Disseminate information relative to the registration. 

SEC. 3. Responsibilities of Other Government Agencies. The following government agencies are 
also directed to provide assistance to the local government units in the national registration: 



a. The Department of Interior and Local Government shall ensure that all local government units 
comply with the directive and shall provide police assistance during the registration; 


b. The Housing and Urban Development Coordinating Council shall subnit a report for the President 
on the conduct and result of the national registration; 

c. The Presidential Commission for the Urban Poor shall assist the local government units in the actual 
registration; and, 

d. The Philippine Information Agency shall assist the local government units in disseminating 
information in preparation for the national registration.

DECLARING GOVERNMENT HEALTH FACILITIES IN THE COUNTRY AS SMOKE FREE 

ZONES: 

WHEREAS, in 1986 the World Health Organization (WHO), in its 39th World Health Assembly 
(WHA) adopted the tobacco or Health Resolution (WHA 39.14) and called upon all member states to 
observe May 31 every year as World No Tobacco Day; 

WHEREAS, the Western Pacific Region of the WHO, where the Philippines is host and is a member 
country, is committed to the goal of creating smoke free communities; 

WHEREAS , environmental Tobacco smoke or passive smoking is equally harmful to non-smokers 
who have the right to breathe clean air in public places ; 

WHEREAS , in 1993, the Secretary of Health issued Administrative Order No. 8, s. 1993, declaring 
the entire Department of Health (DOH) compound as smoke free zone; and subsequently 
Administrative Order No. 15, s. 1993, declaring all health facilities under the Department of health as 
smoke free zones; 

WHEREAS , health facilities are considered to be windows for healthful activities in the country and 
that government health workers are looked upon as role models to the people they are serving; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby reaffirm the commitment of the Philippines 
to the goal of creating a smoke free Philippines and: 

A. declare all government health facilities in the country, under the national and local agencies as 
smoke -free zones; 

B. to encourage private health facilities, to observe free zones in their respective areas; 

C. designate the Department of Health (DOH) as the lead government agency tasked to coordinate with 
all government and non-government agencies and other governmental organization in the strict 
observance of this policy; 

D. enjoin all Provincial, Municipal, and City governments to enact local legislation providing for the 
protection of both adults and children against smoking in public places, public conveyances and the 
health hazards of passive smoking as well their strict enforcement and; 

E. encourage the Filipino people to assert their rights to a smoke -free environment. 

This proclamation shall take effect immediately.

RESERVING CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND SITUATED IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF 
JAVIER, ABUYOG, MAHAPLAG, INOPACAN, BAYBAY ANDHILONGOS, ALL OF THE 
PROVINCE OF LEYTE FOR THE PURPOSE OF ESTABLISHING A SETTLEMENT AND AN 
AGRICULTURAL COMMUNITY UNDER THE AGRARIAN REFORM COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM. 


WHEREAS, it is the policy of the State to provide a vigorous land resettlement program in order to 
create atmly viable social and economic structure in the country; 

WHEREAS, it is the government’s responsibility to provide the people with lands as well as technical 
guidance and assistance to make them independent, self-reliant and responsible citizens;

WHEREAS, the National Disaster Coordinating Council recommends the declaration of a state of 
calamity in the provinces of Pampanga, Tarlac, Zambales and the City of Angeles in view of the fact 
that these areas can be considered to be under a continuing state of calamity; 


WHEREAS, the Regional Disaster Coordinating Council III (RDC III) reported that while only minor 
lahar flows confined to the river channels of Mancatian in Pampanga, Bangut in Tarlac and Bucao in 
Zambales occurred, concerned local government units (LGUs) are unable to initiate the necessary 
preparations in the lahar-ajfected areasdue to their inability to use theirlocal calamity funds; 


WHEREAS, in the absence of a declaration of a State of Calamity, LGUs perceive that they might be 
violating the Local Government Code if local funds are utilized for disaster preparedness; 


WHEREAS, the declaration of a state of calamity in the aforesaid provinces and city will therefore 
facilitate disaster preparedness activities and the provision of appropriate rehabilitation measures and 
assistance normally extended by concerned agencies to the said areas. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers vested 
in me by law, do hereby declare a state of calamity for the provinces of Pampanga, Tarlac, Zambales 
and the City of Angeles in view of the possible adverse effects of the impending lahar flows.

Section 1. Coverage of John Hay Special Economic Zone. - The John Hay Special Economic Zone 
shall cover the area consisting of Two Hundred Eighty Eight and one/tenth (288.1) hectares, more or 
less, of the total of Six Hundred Seventy-Seven (677) hectares of the John Hay Reservation, more or 
less, which have been surveyed and verified by the Department of Environment and Natural Resources 
(DENR) as defined by the following technical description:

With a combined area of TWO HUNDRED EIGHTY EIGHT AND ONE/TENTH HECTARES (288.1 
hectares): Provided that the area consisting of approximately Six and two/tenth (6.2) hectares, more or 
less, presently occupied by the VOA and the residence of the Ambassador of the United States, shall be 
considered as part of the SEZ only upon turnover of the properties to the government of the Republic of 
the Philippines. 

Sec. 2. Governing Body of the John Hay Special Economic Zone. - Pursuant to Section 15 of Republic 
Act No. 7227, the Bases Conversion and Development Authority is hereby established as the governing 
body of the John Hay Special Economic Zone and, as such, authorized to determine the utilization and 
disposition of the lands comprising it, subject to private rights, if any, and in consultation and 
coordination with the City Government of Baguio after consultation with its inhabitants, and to 
promulgate the necessary policies, rules, and regulations to govern and regulate the zone thru the John 
Hay Poro Point Development Corporation, which is its implementing arm for its economic 
development and optimum utilization. 

Sec. 3. Investment Climate in John Hay Special Economic Zone. - Pursuant to Sections 5 (m) Section 
15 of Republic Act No. 7227, the John Hay Poro Point Development Corporation shall implement all 
necessary policies, rules, and regulations governing the zone, including investment incentives, in 
consultation with pertinent government departments. Among others, the zone shall have all the 
applicable incentives of the Special Economic Zone under Section 12 of Republic Act No. 7227 and 
those applicable incentives granted in the Export Processing Zones, the Omnibus Investment Code of 
1987, the Foreign Investment Act of 1991, andnew investment laws thatmay hereinafterbe enacted. 


Sec. 4. Role of Departments , Bureaus . Offices, Agencies and Instrumentalities. - All heads of 
departments, bureaus, offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the government are hereby directed to 



give full support to Bases Conversion and Development Authority and/or its implementing subsidiary 
or joint venture to facilitate the necessary approvals to expedite the implementation of various projects 
of the conversion program. 


Sec. 5. Local Authority. - Except as herein provided, the affected local government units shall retain 
their basic autonomy and identity. 


Sec. 6. Repealing Clause. - All orders, rules, and regulations, or parts thereof, which are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Proclamation, are hereby repealed, amended, or modified accordingly. 

Sec. 7. Eff'ectivitv. - This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

DECLARING THE EXISTENCE OF A STATE OF CALAMITY IN VARIOUS COASTAL 
MUNICIPALITIES IN BATAAN, BULACAN, METRO MANILA AND CAVITE 

WHEREAS, the Secretary of National Defense as Chairman of the National Disaster Coordinating 
Council (NDCC) has reported that the latest laboratory analysis performed by the Bureau of Fisheries 
and Aquatic Resources on water and shellfish samples from the Manila Bay showed that the area, 
particularly the coastal waters of Eastern Bataan and Bulacan, is heavily contaminated with the toxic 
red tide organisms; 

WHEREAS, in view thereof, the Secretary of National Defense has recommended the declaration by 
the President of the existence of a state of calamity in the affected areas, specifically the coastal or 
shoreline municipalities of Samal, Abucay, Balanga, Pilar, Orion, Limay and Mariveles in Bataan; 
Malabon, Navotas, Malolos, Obando and Paombong in Bulacan; Malabon, Navotas, Paranaque and Las 
Pinas in Metro Manila; andBacoor, Kawit, Noveleta and Rosario in Cavite; and 

WHEREAS, the Chairman of the NDCC has also recommended for the release from the Calamity 
Fund of One Million Six Hundred Twenty Five Thousand Pesos (PI, 625, 000.00) as livelihood 
assistance to the affected municipalities.

DECLARING AUGUST 1 OF EVERY YEAR AS “FAMILY PLANNING DAY' 

WHEREAS, Section 15, Article II, of the Philippine Constitution provides that “the State shall protect 
and promote the right to health of the people and instill health consciousness among them”; 

WHEREAS, Section 3, Article XV of the Philippine Constitution provides that “the State shall defend: 
1) The right of spouses to found a family in accordance with their religious convictions and the 
demands of responsible parenthood; 2) The right of children to assistance, including proper care and 
nutrition, and special protection from all forms of neglect, abuse, cruelty, exploitation, and other 
conditions prejudicial to their development; 3) The right of the family to a family wage and income; 
and 4) The rights of families or family associations to participate in planning and irnple mentation of 
policies and programs that affect them”; 

WHEREAS, the Filipino nation is faced with health problems that threaten the lives of the most 
vulnerable among our population - the large number of women and children that would be denied of 
their right to health care, nutrition, knowledge and education, and better access to economic and social 
opportunities; 

WHEREAS, underscoring the problems is the pace of our population growth and that of our capability 
to provide for our women and children which depends to a large measure on how we meet our 
population challenge; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to launch an invigorated and intensified campaign that shall provide focus 
on family planning emphasizing safe motherhood and child survival; 

WHEREAS, family planning allows the free choice of all Filipinos to choose the number and spacing 
of their children, consistent with their religious and moral beliefs ; 

WHEREAS, family planning is a critical component of proper Philippine Population Management, to 
achieve sustainable human development, and Philippines 2000; 

WHEREAS, the family planning workers and volunteers have been on the front line in providing 
family planning services under sometimes difficult conditions, and therefore should be recognized for 
their unswerving dedication; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare August 1 of every year as “Family Planning Day.” The 
Department of Health with the cooperation of the different participating agencies (government and 
non-government organizations) shall plan for, organize, and coordinate the activities for the celebration 
of the day. 

All government departments, agencies and government-owned and controlled corporations are hereby 
enjoined to support and participate in the celebration.

WHEREAS, forprofit’s sake, unscrupulous entities are engaged in illegal recruitment activities in total 
disregard of business ethics, labor laws, andhuman rights; 

WHEREAS, for lack of information, thousands of Filipinos hoping for oveiseas jobs are defrauded of 
money and property by illegal recruiters; 

WHEREAS, media are rife with accounts of the pitiful conditions of those who have been victimized 
by illegal recruiters; 

WHEREAS, illegal recruiters are continuously expanding their scope of operations, covering an 
increasing number of employment sectors and recruiting workers even from the country’s hinterlands; 

WHEREAS, noting that, with at least 2.4 percent of the country’s Gtoss National Product derived from 
the labors of OCWs, it is the government’s duty to protect this work sector;

The destmction of the terrestrial and marine eco-systems including the mangroves, coral reefs, and 
seagrass beds or any other activity, which could disturb or destroy these ecosystems and/or resources 
found therein, are hereby prohibited.

WHEREAS, Republic Act 7432 maximizes the contribution of Senior Citizens to nation building and 
grants benefits and special privileges to senior citizens who are at least 60 years of age with an income 
not exceeding P60,000 annually;

WHEREAS, Elderly persons should, likewise, have access to appropriate educational and training 
programmes either as participants or as resource providers, considering their wealth of experience and 
capabilities ;

WHEREAS, the Local Government Code of 1991 (LGC) aims to bring about viable self-reliant 
communities by instituting local autonomy as a development strategy through which local government 
units (LGUs) are given more powers, authority, responsibilities, and resources to allow them greater 
room for initiative, creativity, flexibility, and action; 

WHEREAS, the devolution of service delivery functions and regulatory powers of certain national 
government agencies (NGAs) to LGUs has been completed substantively in terms of transferred 
national personnel, assets, and otherresources; 

WHEREAS, in pursuit of the LGC’s decentralization goals, the MediumTerm Philippine Development 
Plan (MTPDP) provides that a “greater portion of government resources shall be in support of the 
service delivery functions of LGUs”; 

WHEREAS, in conjunction with the development administration concerns of the MTPDP, the IGC has 
also provided for a responsive involvement of non- governmental organizations (NGOs), people’s 
organizations (POs), cooperatives, and the private sector in providing for a better quality of life for 
every Filipino; 

WHEREAS, to sustain the momentum in setting up a decentralized structure of local governance and 
of promoting greater citizen and private sector participation in development processes. Memorandum 
Circular No. 183, s. of 1993, was issued directing the Department of Interior and Local Government 
(DILG) to prepare a Master Plan to imp lenient the LGC;

3. I hereby call upon all Local Government Units, non-government organizations (NGOs), 
peoples organizations (POs), private sector, and other concerned sectors and institutions to 
support the implementation of the Master Plan.

WHEREAS, Section 10, Article XIV of the Constitution provides: “Science and technology are 
essential for national development and progress. The State shall give priority to research and 
development, invention, innovation, and their utilization; and to science and technology education, 
training, and services. It shall support indigenous, appropriate, and self-reliant scientific and 
technological capabilities, and their application to the country’s productive systems and national life;” 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 889 (23 March 1983) established a system of national centers of 
excellence in the basic sciences within the University of the Philippines (U.P.) System; 

WHEREAS, the efforts to apply science and technology in the service of our people require 
complementary initiatives in the generation of technology, technology transfer and diffusion, and 
technology utilization and commercialization; 

WHEREAS, all these efforts presuppose the availability of highly trained manpower to lead and direct 
scientific and technological activities in private industry, government and the academe; 

WHEREAS, there is a necessity to strengthen and broaden the national capability to train scientific 
leaders and conduct research in the basic sciences; and 

WHEREAS , there is aneed fora network of viable, dynamic, and responsive national centers to focus 
the enthusiasm and efforts of personnel involved in the molecular biosciences, and to emphasize the 
agricultural, medical, industrial and environmental applications of biotechnology. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

Section 1. There is hereby constituted a Network of National Institutes of Biotechnology (NNIB) in 
U.P. initially composed of the following: 

a. National Institute of Biotechnology and Applied Microbiology in U.P. Los Banos, now renamed 
National Institute of Molecular Biology and Biotechnology in U.P. Los Banos; 

b. National Institute of Molecular Biology and Biotechnology in U.P. Diliman; 

c. National Institute of Molecular Biology and Biotechnology in U.P. Manila; and 

d. National Institute of Biotechnology in U.P. Visayas. 

The NNIB is hereby designated as a national center of excellence in molecular biology and 
biotechnology. 

Section 2. Pursuant to Section 1 of Executive Order No. 889 (23 March 1983), the Board of Regents is 
hereby authorized to integrate in the NNIB such other additional Institutes it may deem proper to create 
from out of the existing staff, physicalfacilities and programs of U.P. 


Section 3. The objectives, powers and functions of the NNIB and the individual Institutes shall be as 
determined by the U.P. Board of Regents. 



Section 4. The NNIB shall have an Advisory Board with the Secretary of the Department of Science 
and Technology as Chair, the President of the University of the Philippines as Co-Chair and five 
members to be appointed by the Board of Regents of U.P. 

Section 5. Each of the Institutes shall be headed by a Director to be appointed by the U.P. Board of 
Regents upon the recommendation of the respective Chancellors and the President of U.P. The term of 
the Director shall be determined by the Board of Regents. 

Section 6. The Department of Budget and Management shall consider additional budgetary support for 
the programs and operations of the NNIB. 

Section 7. The Department of Science and Technology is hereby directed to provide project-funding 
support to the NNIB’s priority research and training programs. 

Section 8. The Department of Science and Technology and the National Economic and Development 
Authority are hereby directed to mobilize donations and external funding for the NNIB. 

Section 9. The NNIB and the Bureau of Patents, Trademarks and Technology Transfer shall mutually 
extend research and technical assistance to each other as regards the patenting of biotechnology. 

Section 10. The rights and privileges under Sections 5 and 6 of Executive Order No. 889 (23 March 
1983) shall apply to the NNIB.

DECLARING TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 14, 1995, AS THE GREAT FILIPINO WORKOUT DAY 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Constitution mandates that the State shall pro mote “physical education and 
sports programs for the development of a healthy and alert citizenry” and that the national policy of 
“SPORTS-FOR-ALL” was adopted under Executive Order No. 64 within the “Decade of Physical 
Fitness and Sports: 1990-2000”; 

WHEREAS, the leading cause of deaths among Filipinos today is due to heart diseases with one out of 
four deaths in the country due to varying forms of cardiovascular diseases (CVD) or an estimated 
600,000 Filipino children and 4.5 million adults are afflicted with said disease; 

WHEREAS, to greatly reduce the level of risk factors of heart diseases, emphasis on a healthy lifestyle 
should be inculcated among Filipinos including regular physical fitness activities and exercises; 

WHEREAS, “The Great Filipino Workout”, the physical fitness exercise that can be adopted by all 
Filipinos, herein referred to as “the project”, is one of the strategies of the DOH’s National 
Cardiovascular Disease Prevention and Control Program (NCVDPCP) and is also a major component 
of the National Physical Fitness and Sports Development Program (NPFSDP) of the Government; 

WHEREAS, DOH, as the government agency in-charge of the health of the Filipino citizenry, is tasked 
to spearhead this project in preparation for its launching on February 14, 1995; 

WHEREAS, necessary linkages and coordination among all the member-agencies of the National 
Physical Fitness and Sports Development Council (NPFSDC) as created under Executive Order No. 63 
and all other concerned government agencies and private groups of associations should be well- 
established particularly to ensure the successful imple mentation of the national program and of the 
project; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare Tuesday, February 14, 1995, as the Great Filipino Workout 
Day. 

All government agencies shall give full support and participate in said activity, particularly: 

A. DOH shall: 

1) Take the lead role in the planning, nationwide implementation, information dissemination, and 
monitoring of the project, which shall be implemented throughout the country onwards to February 14, 
1995; 

2) Coordinate with all member agencies of the NPFSDC, as well as with other concerned public and 
private groups and associations, to ensure its success; 

3) Undertake a nationwide information dissemination campaign through print, broadcast, radio, and 
television in order to meet its objectives in cooperation with concerned groups and agencies. 

B. DILG shall: 


1) Coordinate with all its NPFSDC member-agencies, and with all the PFSDC’s at the regional, 
provincial, city, municipal, and barangay levels through all the local government units (LGUs), local 



chief executives (LCEs), and sanggunians, to ensure its nationwide implementation in close 
coordination with both the public and private sectors; 

2) Issue appropriate memorandum circulars and guidelines to LGUs and LCEs for an integrated and 
well-synchronized approach, as well as to ensure their support and active participation, in the project 
through their respective local health boards and enjoin them to allocate and provide adequate funds to 
support the project. 

C. DECS shall: 

1) Adopt, implement, and monitor the project as an integral part of the physical fitness and sports 
development program of their Department, through its Bureau of Physical Education and School Sports 
(BPESS) for all its accredited public and private schools, colleges, and universities throughout the 
country; 

2) Conduct training programs for all its school officials and teachers involved in physical education 
and sports on the project through BPESS, in coordination with concerned groups . 

D. DND shall: 

1) Adopt, implement, and monitor the project as an integral part of their physical fitness and sports 
development program not only for their military officers, personnel, and enlisted men of the AFP, but 
also for the benefit of all the Filipino people at the community level. 

E. DOLE and CSC shall: 

1 Adopt, implement, and monitor the project as an integral part of their physical fitness and sports 
development, as well as human resource development program, for all private employers and 
employees, i.e., for DOLE, and for all government officials and employees, i.e., for CSC. 

F. PSC shall: 

1 Perform all its functions and responsibilities mandated under R.A. No. 6847 as the sole government 
regulatory agency in-charge of the promotion and development of amateur sports in the country, and 
also as mandated under E.O. Nos. 63 and 64; 

2) Allocate and provide adequate funds for the continued planning, imple mentation, monitoring, as 
well as information dissemination, of the NPFSDP that includes this project; 

3 Enjoin the non-government organizations and the private sectorto support the said activity. 

4 Order the Philippine Sports Commission to implement and monitor regular exercise activities in all 
agencies. 

All concerned agencies shall issue appropriate circulars and guidelines, if necessary, in order to 
facilitate and coordinate the proper implementation of their tasks within the respective areas of concern 
in line with the National Physical Fitness and Sports objectives.

Upon recommendation of the OlC-Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources and the Chairman

Metropolitan Authority pursuant to the Bases Conversion and Development Act of 1992 (R.A. No. 
7227) is authorized to adopt and implement the gradual and phased operation of areas within the Subic 
Bay Freeport to ensure strict compliance with the aforesaid Act, its implementing Rules and 
Regulations, and other Philippine laws. 

The maintenance and protection of the proclaimed Watershed Reservations and natural resources 
within the Subic Bay Freeport shall be vested in the Subic Bay Metropolitan Authority.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare a state of public calamity in the municipalities of Lobo, 
Batangas, Hinigaran, Negros Occidental, and Catigbian, Bohol, which were adversely affected by big 
waves and fire. 


All departments and other government agencies concerned are hereby directed to implement and 
execute relief and rehabilitation work in accordance with existing operational plans and directives and 
orders issued in connection with calamities.

AUTHORIZING THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE OLD BILIBID PRISON 
COMPOUND FOR MIXED HOUSING AND COMMERCIAL PURPOSES 


WHEREAS, the National Government owns strategically located parcels of land and improve me ills 
thereon which are underutilized and have deteriorated into blighted areas; 

WHEREAS, the Old Bilibid Prison Compound in the City of Manila is one of such properties; 

WHEREAS, the Old Bilibid Prison Compound actually is a portion of the San Lazaro Estate, 
originally part of the so-called “friar lands” and, therefore, patrimonial property of the State; 

WHEREAS, Act No. 3984 approved on 3 December 1932 authorizes the President of the Philippines 
(formerly the Governor-General) to sell the lands, buildings and improvements comprising the Old 
Bilibid Prison Compound; 

WHEREAS, the Old Bilibid Prison Compound represents an opportunity for the National Government 
and the private sector to jointly undertake an urban renewal, mixed housing and commercial, inter- 
modal transportation, and infrastructure project designed to achieve a higher level of socio-economic 
development for Metro-Manila and breathe new life to one of the City of Manila’s core districts and 
historical sites; and 

WHEREAS, the Public Estates Authority (PEA) pursuant to its charter. Presidential Decree No. 1084, 
as amended, is authorized to manage, administer and develop real estates properties and assets of the 
National Government. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby authorize the development of the Old Bilibid Prison Compound, a 
property owned by the National Government in the City of Manila, for mixed housing and commercial 
purposes, subject to existing laws and private rights, if any; Provided, that the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) through the Lands Management Bureau shall 
immediately cause an actual survey and final verification thereof. 

The PEA, pursuant to its Memorandum of Agreement 20 September 1990 with the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources, is hereby designated as the principal government agency 
responsible for the administration, management, and development of the Old Bilibid Prison 
Compound, in accordance with its charter. Presidential Decree No. 1084, as amended. 

Other government agencies and instrumentalities including concerned local governments are enjoined 
and directed to extend such assistance to and cooperation with PEA as may be required and necessary 
for the speedy and successful development of the Old Bilibid Prison Compound for mixed housing and 
commercial purposes.

WHEREAS, government agencies must reflect Social Reform Agenda programs and projects in their 
budget submission as priority, given that this is one of the priority programs of the Administration;

WHEREAS, this definition must take into account the thrusts of the Social Reform Agenda in 
prioritizing certain geographical areas and in converging Flagship programs in clearly identified 
communities to ensure greater impact of these programs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the adoption of the following definition for 
Social Reform Agenda programs and projects in the 1996 General Appropriations Act and for other 
purposes; 

SRA programs, projects and activities are those responsive to the government commitments under the 
nine (9) Social Reform Flagship Programs approved pursuant to Memorandum Order No. 213 dated 17 
June 1994. 

2. These programs, projects and activities shall cater to the following Social Reform Agenda 
geographical focus: 

2.1. Nineteen (19) priority provinces for Poverty Alleviation, Countryside Development, and 
Comprehensive and Integrated Delivery of Social Services (CIDSS); 

2.2. Agrarian Reform Communities (ARCs) of the Department of Agrarian Reform (DAR); 

3 Certificate of Ancestral Domain Claims (CADCs) communities of Indigenous Peoples (IPs) 
especially within the nine (9) priority provinces identified by the Department of Environment and 
Natural Resources (DENR); 

Urban poorpriority areas and resettlement sites especially in six (6) identified centers; 

Priority bays and lakes of the Department of Agriculture; and 

2.6 Other priority programs as may be determined by the Flagship champions.

WHEREAS, the Social Reform Agenda (SRA) is implemented along both a sectoral focus and a 
geographical focus to maximize both government resources and the Flagship Programs’ impact; 

WHEREAS, the geographical focus involves the implementation and localization of the Social 
Reform Agenda and its Flagship Programs in the nineteen (19) priority provinces; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to further define the government’s specific focal points within these 
nineteen (19) priority provinces to effect a convergence of interventions and services that will bring 
about the desired maximum impact of the SRA Flagship Programs; 

WHEREAS, the convergence of interventions and services may be fully coordinated at the technical 
level by the Technical Working Group composed of representatives of the Social Reform Agenda 
Flagship Champions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the adoption of the following policies on 
Convergence of Flagship Programs and Projects: 

SECTION 1. Convergence shall be defined as the focusing of resources, services and interventions by 
Social Reform Agenda Flagship Programs and other agencies/entities on specific target families and 
communities ; 

SEC. 2. All Flagship Programs, where deemed appropriate, shall address the needs of the Basic Sectors 
in the following convergent areas especially in the nineteen (19) provinces and other priority 
geographic areas : 

a Fanners and landless agricultural workers in Agrarian Reform Communities (ARCs); 
b. Fisherfolk in priority bays and lakes of the Department of Agriculture; 

c Indigenous peoples within areas covered by Certificates of AncestralDomain Claims (CADCs); 
d. Urban poor and workers in the informal sectorin urban areas, resettlement sites and growth centers; 
e Victims of disasters in resettlement sites; and, 

f Basic Sectors within the Comprehensive and Integrated Delivery of Social Services (CIDSS) areas. 

SEC. 3. The Minimum Basic Needs (MBN) approach to improved quality of life shall be adopted as 
the strategy for convergence, cd i 

SEC. 4. The process of convergence shall provide for multi-level, multi-sectoral and interagency 
coordination and consultation. 


The Flagship Champions and concerned heads of government agencies shall instruct their respective 
Technical Action Officers to coordinate in the implementation of this policy of convergence.

“NATIONAL CORRECTIONAL CONSCIOUSNESS WEEK” 

WHEREAS, Article II, Section 11, of the Constitution provides that “The State values the dignity of 
every human person and guarantees full respect for human rights . . 

WHEREAS, in order to achieve the rehabilitation of offenders as embodied in Book IV, Title III, 
Chapter 8, Section 26, of the Administrative Code of 1987, it is appropriate and necessary to raise the 
level of program standards and to continuously create awareness for public participation in the re- 
socialization and reintegration of prisoners, probationers, and parolees into society as productive and 
law-abiding citizens; 

WHEREAS, the dignity of the offender shall be the basis for the citizenry to extend support, humane 
understanding, and sympathy forhis rehabilitation while confined and while underparole orprobation, 
and social acceptance upon release; and that their families’ well-being and important role shall likewise 
be emphasized; 

WHEREAS, since the correctional workers and volunteers have always been vital to providing the 
most important services in safeguarding the adult and youth offenders, in rehabilitating and 
transforming them into normal and responsible citizens as their share in nation building, their efforts 
should be recognized and supported; 

WHEREAS, both the public and private sectors, equally responsible for ensuring a successful 
correctional system, are called upon to rally behind efforts to heal social cleavages and reintegrate our 
Filipino brothers and sisters into the mainstream of our national community; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare the last week of October of every year as “NATIONAL 
CORRECTIONAL WEEK.”

DECLARING METRO MANILA AS “CONVENTION CITY MANILA” AND CREATING A 
CONVENTION CITY MANILA — NATIONAL ORGANIZING COMMITTEE [CCM-NOC] 

WHEREAS, the meetings, conventions, incentives and exhibitions industries remain among the 
promising and resilient sectors of the tourism industry worldwide; 

WHEREAS, these industries contribute significantly to projecting a positive image for the Philippines 
abroad, promoting international goodwill, facilitating the free exchange of ideas and transfer of 
technologies, generating foreign receipts and increasing employment and investment opportunities; 

WHEREAS, Metropolitan Manila, popularly known as “Manila”, is the frequent venue for meetings, 
conventions and exhibitions, given its support infrastructure and demonstrated access to abroad range 
of professional expertise for conventions management; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to maximize the utilization of these physical and human infrastructure to 
enhance Metropolitan Manila’s competitiveness as the site for meetings, conventions, exhibitions and 
the like in the Asia-Pacific; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines is host to major international and regional conferences in 1995 and 1996; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine meetings and conventions industry will celebrate its twentieth year in 
1996; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. Convention City Manila. Metropolitan Manila, composed of the eight cities of 
Caloocan, Makati, Mandaluyong, Manila, Muntinglupa, Pasay, Pasig and Quezon, and nine 
municipalities of Las Pinas, Malabon, Marikina, Navotas, Paranaque, Pateros, San Juan, Taguig and 
Valenzuela shall be launched as “Convention City Manila”. 

SEC. 2. Convention City Manila Campaign. The Convention City Manila Campaign shall aim to 
promote and enhance Metropolitan Manila as the preferred venue for meetings, conventions, 
exhibitions and the like, in the Asia-Pacific.

SEC. 9. Implementing Rules and Guidelines. The CCM-NOC shall adopt such implementing rules 
and guidelines as may be necessary to carry outits functions. 

SEC. 10. Funding. The CCM-NOC Convention City Manila Campaign shall be funded with an 
allocation of P21. 175 Million for 1995 and P20.6 Million for 1996, to be drawn entirely from the Trust 
Liability Account of the Department of Tourism for the Philippine Convention and Visitors 
Corporation, provided that the funding for Special Programs such as the Rehabilitation Programs of the 
Philippine International Convention Center and the Ninoy Aquino International Airport, shall be taken 
from appropriate sources as jointly recommended by the CCM-NOC and the Department of Budget 
and Management.

WHEREAS, congress finds cognizance thereof and has appropriated a national budget thereof;

WHEREAS, while the areas delineated as part of the Watershed Reservation are intended primarily 
for use in projects and/or activities designed to contain and preserve the underground water supply, 
other peripheral areas had been included within the scope of the reservation to provide for such space 
as may be needed for the construction of the necessary stmctures, other related facilities, as well as 
other priority projects of government as may be eventually determined. 

WHEREAS , to cope with the requirements of the growing population in Metro Manila and the 
adjoining provinces and municipalities, certain developed and open portions of the Marikina 
Watershed Reservation, upon the recommendation of the Secretary of the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources should now be excluded from the scope of the reservation;

WHEREAS, injuries, trauma and other health emergencies now constitute one of the ten leading causes 
of death in the Philippines, accounting for one death every 22 minutes; 

WHEREAS, injuries and health emergencies need not result in death; 

WHEREAS, mishandling of victims, misinformation and delayed consultation can be more damaging 
than the injury itself; 

WHEREAS, health emergency preparedness and basic skills in cardio -pulmonary resuscitation and 
first aid is internationally recognized as an appropriate public health intervention for injury prevention 
and control; 

WHEREAS, health emergency preparedness through public health education, training and information 
dissemination can only be achieved at the national level through multi-sectoral efforts; 

WHEREAS, injury should be recognized as a majorpublic health problem that needs a comprehensive, 
multi-sectoral, interdisciplinary institutionalized public health response program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare December 6, 1995, and of every year thereafter, as 
National Health Emergency Preparedness Day. 

For this purpose, I call on all sectors and organizations, especially the Department of National Defense, 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines, the Department of Health, the Department of Education, Culture 
and Sports, the Department of Labor and Employment, the Department of Transportation and 
Communications, the Philippine Youth Commission, the Department of Social Welfare and 
Development and the Philippine Information Agency and other national agencies of government, as 
well as local government units to join hands with the private sector, non-government organizations, 
peoples organizations, media, women, youth and business corporations to: 

a) promote health emergency preparedness awareness;

c) participate in the nationwide campaign to prevent accidents and injuries; and 

d) instill in the general citizenry respect for laws and ordinances that promote public safety and prevent 
injuries, trauma and accidents.

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 350 was issued on 25 March 1994 declaring the Sta. Lucia Sub-Colony 
of the Iwahig Penal Colony as an industrial-commercial site and vesting upon the Government of 
Puerto Princesa City the full authority and responsibility to manage, develop, and dispose of the same; 

WHEREAS, the segregated area of 1,072 hectares declared by Proclamation No. 350 is unusually 
endowed with estuarine and coastal resources that might be endangered by industrial-commercial 
activities ; 

WHEREAS, the Palawan Council for Sustainable Development and the Iwahig Penal Colony Inter 
Agency Committee jointly endorses the establishment of an environmental/eco-development estate in 
the said area; 

WHEREAS, the City of Puerto Princesa has emerged as prime mover in ecological preservation and 
sustainable economic development and is being developed as a world class, park-like city, preserved 
and promoted as a pristine sanctuary for nature and as gateway for eco-tourism in Asia; 

WHEREAS, the City of Puerto Princesa intends to develop the 1,072 hectares as a model of an 
environmental estate, by which estate locators will be chosen for their direct involvement in eco- 
tourism and for their demonstrated commercial enterprises that achieve sustainable development in the 
utilization of nature’s bounty; and 

WHEREAS, the environmental estate will include educational facilities and programs by which young 
Filipinos will become trained and inspired ambassadors of environmentalism in other parts of the 
Philippines and in the world. 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Fidel V. Ramos, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law and the sovereign will of the Filipino people, do hereby order the 
amendment of Proclamation No. 350 which declared the 1,072 hectares of the Sta. Lucia Sub-colony as 
an industrial-commercial site by declaring it, instead, as an Environmental Estate. 

The Department of Justice (DOJ) and the Puerto Princesa City Government shall jointly submit an 
action plan to ensure the smooth tum-over of the Sta. Lucia Sub-Colony including all equipment and 
properties in the area not later than thirty (30) days upon effectivity of this Proclamation. 

The City Government of Puerto Princesa shall undertake conversion of the area into an environmental 
estate which shall serve as a model of conservation and a center of tourism and instruction, while 
providing sustainable livelihood opportunities. 

The cutting/gathering and utilization of all natural resources shall still be subject to existing DENR 
mles and regulations. 

Any and all private rights, if there be any, shall be respected. 


This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

association; direct assault; indirect assault, resistance and disobedience to a person in authority or the 
agents of such person; tumults and other disturbances of public order; unlawful use of means of 
publication and unlawful utterances; alarms and scandals; illegal possession of firearms, ammunition, 
or explosives committed in furtherance of, incident to, or in connection with the crimes of rebellion or 
insurrection; piracy; infidelity in custody of prisoner; and violations of Articles 59 (desertion), 62 
(absence without leave), 67 (mutiny or sedition), 68 (failure to suppress mutiny or sedition), 74 
(releasing prisoner without proper authority), 84 (willful or negligent loss, damage or wrongful 
disposition of military property), 85 (wasteful or unlawful disposition of military property issued to 
soldiers), 94 (various crimes), 96 (conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman), and 97 (general 
article) of the Articles of War; Provided that, the amnesty shall not cover acts of torture, massacre, 
rape, and other crimes committed against chastity and crimes committed for personalends.

AMENDING PROCLAMATION NO. 347 DATED MARCH 25, 1995 

WH ER EAS , on March 25, 1994, President Fidel V. Ramos issued Proclamation No. 347 entitled 
“Granting Amnesty to Rebels, Insurgents, and All Other Persons Who Have or May Have Committed 
Crimes Against Public Order, Other Crimes Committed in Furtherance of Political Ends, and 
Violations of the Articles of War, and Creating a National Amnesty Commission,” which was 
concurred in by both Houses of Congress on June 2, 1994 through Concurrent Resolution No. 12 as 
provided for by the Constitution; 

WHEREAS, when the prescribed period for filing of applications for amnesty lapsed on June 1, 1995, 
7,166 applications were recorded to have been filed with the National Amnesty Commission and the 
nineteen (19) Local Amnesty Boards nationwide; 

WHEREAS , after June 1, 1995, the National Amnesty Commission and its nineteen (19) Lx>cal 
Amnesty Boards throughout the country have reported that many other rebels and insurgents 
voluntarily returned to the folds of the law and filed applications for amnesty or otherwise expressed 
their desire to avail of amnesty; 

WH ER EAS , in the course of processing amnesty applications, the National Amnesty Commission has 
been constrained to deny amnesty to persons who were found to have committed acts/crimes clearly in 
pursuit of their political belief because their acts/crimes were committed after April 30, 1994 but before 
June 1, 1995, which is beyond the period of coverage of Proclamation No. 347; or because they filed 
their applications beyond the deadline of June 1, 1995; 

WHEREAS, the sincere desire of the foregoing rebels and insurgents to return to the folds of the law 
cannot be ignored by the Government if it is to pursue a tme, comprehensive, just, and lasting peace; 

WHEREAS , by virtue of the General Agreement for Peace dated October 13, 1995 signed between the 
Government and the RAM-SFP-YOU, Proclamation No. 723 was issued granting amnesty to members 
and supporters of the RAM-SFP-YOU and allowing those inadvertently omitted from the said list to 
apply individually for amnesty; 

WHEREAS , in the interest of equity and justice, members of rebel groups other than the RAM-SFP- 
YOU should also be entitled to file applications for amnesty after the lapse of the period for application 
under Proclamation No. 347; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution, do hereby declare and 
proclaim; 


SECTION 1. Grant of Amnesty under Proclamation No. 347. Section 1 of Proclamation No. 347 is 
hereby amended as follows : 

‘‘Section 1. Grant of Amnesty.- Amnesty is hereby granted to all persons who shall apply therefor and 
who have or may have committed crimes, on or before June 1. 1995 . in pursuit of their political beliefs, 
whether punishable under the Revised Penal Code or special laws, including but not limited to the 
following; rebellion or insurrection; coup d’etat; conspiracy and proposal to commit rebellion, 
insurrection, or coup d’etat; disloyalty of public officers or employees; inciting to rebellion or 
insurrection; sedition; conspiracy to commit sedition; inciting to sedition; illegal assembly; illegal 
association; direct assault; indirect assault; resistance and disobedience to a person in authority or 
agents of such person; tumults and other disturbances of public order; unlawful use of means of 
publication and unlawful utterances; alarms and scandals; illegal possession of firearms, ammunitions, 



and explosives, committed in furtherance of, incident to, or in connection with the crimes of rebellion 
and insurrection; and violations of Articles 59 (desertion), 62 (absence without leave), 67 (mutiny or 
sedition), 68 (failure to suppress mutiny or sedition), 94 (various crimes), 96 ( conduct unbecoming an 
officer and gentleman), and 97 (general article) of the Articles of War; Provided, That the amnesty 
shall not cover crimes against chastity and other crimes for personalends.” 

SEC. 2. Re-opening of Application Period. Applications for the grant of amnesty under Proclamation 
No. 347 dated March 25, 1994, as amended by this Proclamation, shall be filed with the National 
Amnesty Commission within ninety (90) days from the effectivity of this Proclamation. 

SEC. 3. Effectivity. This Proclamation shall take effect upon the concurrence by a majority of all 
Members of Congress.

DECLARING THE RAINFORESTS OF THE PROVINCES OF NORTHERN SAMAR, EASTERN 
SAMAR AND WESTERN SAMAR AS FOREST RESERVE 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the government to develop, conserve and manage the natural resources 
of the country on sustainable basis and adopt a policy of maintaining a nationwide program of 
environmental protection for the benefit and welfare of future generations of Filipinos ; 

WHEREAS, the three provinces of Samar have suffered and sustained extensive damages to life and 
property caused by devastating flashfloods and landslides; 

WHEREAS, the denudation caused by rampant and unabated logging and other exploitative activities 
have been pinpointed as the causal factor of the catastrophic calamities which resulted in unwarranted 
loss of human lives and misery to thousand of Samarenos, burying their homes, villages and farmlands 
and destroying roads, bridges and numerous infrastructure projects; 

WHEREAS, the people of the three provinces of Samar have petitioned the government to act 
expeditiously and with resolve in order to preserve, conserve and manage on a sustainable basis the 
remaining forest cover of Samar, to protect human lives and property, promote environmental and 
socio-economic security and provide sanctuary and refuge for many endangered flora and fauna such 
as the Philippine Tarsier, the Philippine Eagle, the Rufus Hombill, the Bleeding Heart Pigeon and the 
Philippine Cuckatoo; 

NOW THEREFORE, upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources 
and by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of 
the Philippines, do hereby proclaim the rain forest of the Provinces of Northern Samar, Eastern Samar 
and Western Samar as forest reserve, subjectto existing recognized claims and private rights. 

The Samar Forest Reserve, covering an aggregate area of 360,000 hectares, more or less, shall be 
subjected to immediate resource and land use survey and delineation.

It shall likewise initiate the preparation of a 
framework plan for the protection and management of the Reserve.

WHEREAS, every Girl Child who is below 18 years of age should be provided with equal 
opportunities and adequate protection to prepare her for her role in community development; 


WHEREAS, there is considerable cause for concern in the increasing number of girls subjected to 
economic exploitation, prostitution, sexual assault and abuse; 

WHEREAS, issues confronting female children like teenage pregnancy and HIV/AIDS should be 
specifically addressed; 

WHEREAS, some regional and cultural beliefs and practices put the girl child in seemingly 
disadvantaged situations where they do not have access to education, health care and other 
opportunities for self-advancement; 

WHEREAS, to determine the extent of these problems, the Government has to set a firm age and 
gender desegregated data based on key social and economic indicators where gaps can be identified, 
evaluated, and addressed at both family and societal levels; 

WHEREAS, the Declaration of the World Summit for Children in 1990 and Convention on the 
Elimination of all Forms of Discrimination against Women in 1981 endorsed the right of the girl child 
to health, education, and employment, as well as protection against all forms of abuse and exploitation; 

WHEREAS, issues of equality and opportunities for the girl child were given priority at the 1995 
World Social Summit in Copenhagen and in the Beijing Declaration; 


WHEREAS, this proclamation reaffirms the Philippine’s commitment to all these global initiatives 
and reiterates plans and projects embodied in the 1995-2025 Philippine Plan for Gender-Responsive 
Development; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the fourth week of March 1996, and every year 
thereafter, as “Protection And Gender-Fair Treatment Of The Girl Child Week” under the auspices of 
the Council For the Welfare Of Children (CWC). 


SECTION 1. Mandate of Department of Social Welfare and Development. — The Department of 
Social Welfare and Development, as the lead agency, through the CWC, is mandated to: 


a. Review current programs and plans for female children, most especially those with less access to 
education, health, employment and other opportunities ; 

b. Develop concrete action plans to correct and improve the status of Filip ina children and ensure their 
fullest and total protection; 


c. Propose the rectification of laws that discriminate against female children and the enactment of more 
gender-fair legislation; 


d. Work for the adoption of procedures that will mitigate the burden of a court proceeding where the 
victim is a girl child; and 



e. Promote and develop information campaigns including awareness -raising themes and messages that 
shall ensure equal opportunities for the girl child. 

SECTION 2. Plan of Action. — The CWC is designated to formulate an initial Plan of Action for 
1996-2000, provide guidelines and technical assistance in relation to this celebration and undertake the 
dissemination of this proclamation. 

Progress and accomplishment of all these initiatives shall be reported to the President and the Filipino 
people. 

SECTION 3. Assistance From Other Agencies. — All departments, offices or agencies of the 
government, including but not limited to the Department of Interior and Local Government, 
Department of Labor and Employment and the Philippine National Police are hereby ordered to assist 
and coordinate with the DSWD and the CWC in the realization of the objectives, as defined in this 
proclamation.

SUPPLEMENTING PROCLAMATION NO. 542 ON THE OLD BILIBID COMPOUND 
URBAN RENEWAL AND INFRASTRUCTURE DEVELOPMENT PROJECT 

WHEREAS, in response to current and urgent public needs. Proclamation No. 542 dated February 28, 
1995 authorized the renewal and development of the badly blighted but very prime patrimonial 
property of the National Government known as the Old Bilibid Compound, with an area of 6.2 
hectares, at the comer of Quezon Boulevard and Claro M. Recto Avenue in downtown Manila, into a 
modem and efficient residential and commercial complex, anchored by an intermodal transport 
temiinal for the converging busy thoroughfares and elevated rail transits, the LRT1 and the prospective 
LRT2 and LRT4, in the area; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 542 likewise designated the Public Estates Authority (PEA) as the 
principal agency responsible for the administration, management and development of this pioneering 
landmark project, pursuant to its charter, demonstrated capability, and its feasibility and planning 
studies undertaken on the Project, called the Old Bilibid Compound Urban Renewal and Infrastructure 
Development Project (the “Project”); 

WHEREAS, Act No. 3984 approved on 3 December 1932 authorizes the President of the Philippines 
(formerly Governor-General) to sell the lands, buildings, and imp rove men ts comprising the Old Bilibid 
Prison Compound and Section 76 of Presidential Decree No. 1445 also allows the transfer of properties 
no longer serviceable or needed by the government agency to which it belongs to another agency 
without cost; 

WHEREAS, the PEA studies indicate the need for a much bigger site for the Project than the Old 
Bilibid Compound property, to include the adjoining properties at least within the block bounded by 
Quezon Boulevard, Claro M. Recto Avenue, Oroquieta and V.E. Fugoso Street, all in dire need 
likewise of renewal, to support a financially viable and tmly meaningful deslumming and development 
of a Metro Manila core transport temiinal and habitation for business workers and residents in the area, 
including students in the neighborhood schools; 

WHEREAS, the other properties inside the city block needed for the initial Project site consist of two 
smaller patrimonial properties of the National Government, the sites of Central Market 0.8 hectare, and 
the Dr. Jose Fabella Memorial Hospital 1.1 hectares, while the rest are owned or held by private 
parties, which should be consolidated for the Project site; 

WHEREAS, as planned by PEA, the huge funding requirements of the Project will be sourced from 
private sector investments through securitization of the Project and issuance of project-backed 
securities, a capital formation method whose legality and market acceptability have been tested in other 
big projects of the Government; 

WHEREAS, the Project implementation involves problems and requirements which need the 
functional prerogatives and support of various Government agencies, which in the public interest are 
hereby enjoined to be done, clarified and strengthened. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, and for the purpose of promoting and aiding the public interest by the expeditious 
and effective implementation of the Old Bilibid Compound Urban Renewal and Infrastructure 
Development Project in downtown Manila, and by way of supplementing the authorities and directives 
contained in Proclamation No. 542 dated 28 February 1995, do hereby authorize and direct: 

Public Estates Authority: 


a) To generate the developmental funds needed for the Project fromprivate sector investments through 
Project securitization and issuance of Project-backed certificates, in accordance with the Project 



Business and Financial Plans, legal requirements of full public disclosure and protection of investor 
and market-oriented terms. 


b) To represent and act for the Republic of the Philippines or the Government and to execute and sign 
the corresponding contracts and agreements for any and all conveyances, dispositions and dealings of 
the patrimonial properties involved in the Project or any portions, interest, improvements, increments 
and products of such properties. 

c) In connection with the securitization of the Project, to act as the tmstor in the execution of the asset 
pool tmst agreement and conveyance of the patrimonial properties involved to the asset pool tmst, 
through the tmstee bank, for purposes of the securitization objectives of development and revenue 
generation. 

d) To work out and coordinate with the DENR and subordinate offices concerned for the relocation 
survey and issuance of the appropriate muniments of title in the name of the Republic of the 
Philippines for the Old Bilibid Compound property and other patrimonial properties involved in the 
Projects as may be found necessary. 

e) To devise, together with the Home Insurance and Guaranty Corporation and otherparties concerned, 
a suitable guaranty mechanism and other enhances for the Project-backed securities which will be 
issued and thus promote private sector financing and involvement in the vital, transit-anchored urban 
renewal and development Project. 

f) To provide for the expeditious relocation and construction of new and adequate facilities for the 
Manila City Jail from the Old Bilibid Compound to Camp R. Papa in Bicutan, Taguig, Metro Manila, 
in consultation and agreement with the Department of Interior and Local Governments and its 
subordinate agencies/offices concerned, particularly with respect to the specific site, design and 
specifications of buildings, detention and other facilities, as well as transfer schedules and procedures, 
all at the expense of PEA chargeable as Project costs. 

g) To include the physical upgrading and use of the sites of the Central Market and the Dr. Jose Fabella 
Memorial Hospital in the Project masterplan and irnple mentation, and coordinate and reasonably agree 
with the City of Manila and the Department of Health regarding the respective designs, construction 
schedules, operations and other concerns pertaining to the new market and hospital. 

h) To consolidate and acquire all such privately owned or he Id real estate properties as may be deemed 
needed to achieve the project objectives in the public interest, by negotiated purchase according to 
reasonable and market-dictated values or otherwise through expropriation in the name of the Republic 
of the Philippines chargeable to the Project funds . 

i) To include in the Project the upgrading and construction of dormitory facilities to service students of 
the neighborhood schools on such sites as may deemed appropriate and accordingly consolidated into 
the Project area. 

j) To account and turnover, after the final completion of the Project, to the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources for its proper disposition, particularly for the benefit of other urban renewal 
efforts, all the residual funds and other assets after having deducted all Project costs and commitments 
from the Project inflows, real estate properties and products, which inflows will in the interim take on 
the private nature of funds invested in the Project and the business orientation of the resulting tmsted 
asset poolfunds, which thus should be accounted and treated as private funds. 

2. Department of Environment and Natural Resources: 

a) To promote and support the Project to be undertaken in accordance with Masterplan, Business and 
Financial Plans prepared and submitted by PEA, thus in effect, clarifying and confirming the grant of 
adequate powers to PEA to deal with the Old Bilibid Compound and other patrimonial properties 
involved in the Project according to the said Plans, such as to source developmental funds through 
securitization, to convey the Government properties in tmst to the asset pool and to dispose of or 



otherwise deal with such properties, their improvements and products, in accordance with the approved 
Business Plan. 


b) To cause the location survey and issuance of special patents or other appropriate documents in the 
name of the Republic of the Philippines for the Old B i lib id Compound and other patrimonial properties 
involved in the Project. 

3. Home Insurance and Guaranty Corporation 

To design, together with the PEA and other parties concerned, and extend the appropriate guaranty 
mechanisms for the Project-backed securities which will be issued for the Project and its component 
units or by-projects, which are transport system and shelter related, pursuant to the HIGC charter 
powers and functional precedents, as well as its expanded powers granted by Republic Act No. 7279, 
known as the Urban and Housing Development Act of 1992. 

4. Other Agencies 

The Department of Interior and Local Governments, Department of Transportation and 
Communications, Department of Public Works and Highways, Department of Justice, Department of 
Health, City of Manila, Philippine National Police, Housing and Urban Development Coordinating 
Council and all other Government agencies and instrumentalities whose assistance are needed and 
requested by the Public Estates Authority are hereby enjoined and directed to extend their utmost 
support and cooperation.

WHEREAS, a decline in the reported polio cases from 15 cases in 1993 to only 10 cases in 1994 has 
been noted and that no wild poliovirus has yet been isolated in these cases from 1993 until now; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines hopes to be certified as a Polio Free country in the next four (4) years; 

WHEREAS, to be certified, the Philippines needs to sustain high OPV coverage and good quality 
surveillance for at least four (4) more years: 

WHEREAS, only Oral Polio Vaccine (OPV) doses given simultaneously to all children younger than 
5 years old can lead to polio eradication; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby: 

Declare April 17 and May 15, 1996 and every third Wednesday of April and May from 1996 to 2000 

as “KNOCK OUT POLIO DAYS”. 

2. Designate the Department of Health (DOH) as the lead agency for the “KNOCK OUT 
POLIO” campaign tasked to formulate the guidelines to ensure the success of this campaign. The 
Department of Health (DOH) may coordinate with any other government agency, non-government 
organizations, whether local or international, local government units, civic groups and other concerned 
sectors for such assistance as may be needed to sustain high OPV coverage and attain good quality 
Acute Flaccid Paralysis (AFP) surveillance. 

3. Call on all government and non-government agencies including industries and establishments to 
strongly encourage their employees to bring their children to the Patak Centers and to allow them to be 
volunteers during this campaign.

WHEREAS, the Republic of the Philippines became an independent nation on July 4, 1946, and 
proclaimed in February 14, 1947 its adherence to the Geneva Conventions of 1929, and by the action, 
indicated its desire to participate with the nations of the world in mitigating the suffering caused by war 
and to establish in the Philippines a voluntary organization for that purpose as contemplated by the 
Geneva Conventions; 

WHEREAS , there existed in the Philippines since 1917 a chapter of the American Red Cross which 
was terminated in view of the independence of the Philippines; 

WHEREAS, the volunteer organizations established in other countries which have ratified or adhered 
to the Geneva Conventions assist in promoting the health and welfare of their people in peace and in 
war, and through their mutual assistance and cooperation directly and through their international 
organizations promote better understanding and sympathy among the people of the world; 

WHEREAS , in 1947 the Congress of the Philippines enacted Republic Act No. 95, entitled an Act 
Incorporating the Philippine National Red Cross which was signed into law by then President Manuel 
A. Roxas on April 15, 1947; 

WHEREAS , though Republic Act No. 95 was subsequently amended by various promulgations 
namely, R.A. 6373 and PD 1264 and 1643, the Philippine Government continued to unqualifiedly 
adhere to the provisions of the four (4) Geneva Conventions and their Additional Protocols;

WHEREAS , one out of every three Filipinos is infected with TB since one TB patient could 
potentially infect ten persons in a year; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines was listed by the World Health Organization as the number one in the 
Western Pacific Region in terms of number of reported TB cases; 

WHEREAS, TB affects all ages but about seventy percent of cases occur in the working age group 
causing substantial economic and social losses to the country, hence, adversely affecting our vision for 
the Philippines 2000; 

WHEREAS , effective medicines, technologies and strategies are available to control this disease and 
according to a study, TB control program is one of the most cost effective health interventions; 

WHEREAS , under the National Tuberculosis Control Program (NTCP), the national and local 
government units, complemented by NGOs and private sector, are providing resources and services to 
control this disease; 

WHEREAS, due to rapid urbanization and migration and increasing number of dmg resistant cases, 
TB cases and HIV/ AIDS related TB cases, TB is expected to worsen unless effective and efficient 
strategies are urgently undertaken and different sectors of our society including the communities are 
mobilized; 

WHEREAS, with thirty million people projected to die in the next ten years, the World Health 
Organization has declared TB as a global emergency in 1993; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare August 19 of every year as the National TB Day.

2. The Department of Education, Culture and Sports to intensify an educational program which aims to 
increase awareness of students andtheirfamilies on TB prevention, diagnosis and management. 

3. The local government units to ensure that TB symptomatics have access to diagnostic services 
specially sputum examination and most importantly for TB patients to have access to anti-TB dmgs 
mechanism to ensure completion of treatment as embodied in the Comprehensive Health Care 
Agreement with DOH. 



The DOH and LGUs to provide mechanisms for the NGOs, private sector and communities to 
participate in the TB control program.

The said area shall be known as the “APO REEF NATURAL PARK” and its surrounding waters, as 
the Buffer Zone. These areas shall be under the administrative jurisdiction of the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) and shall be administered by the Protected Area 
Management Board (PAMB)as constituted pursuant to R.A. No. 7586 otherwise known as the NIPAS 
Act of 1992 and its implementing rules and regulations. 


The purpose for the establishment of the Natural Park is to protect and conserve the ecological, 
biological, scientific and educational features of the area. The peripheral Buffer Zone is established to 
serve as an extra layer of protection for the Park. 





Insofar as the rules and regulations over the national parks are consistent with the provisions of the 
NIPAS Act, they shall continue to apply until Congress shall otherwise declare. All other applicable 
laws shall remain in full force and effect. 


The DENR shall prioritize the implementation of the General Management Planning Strategy (GMPS), 
boundary relocation and the appointment of the Protected Area (PA) Staff in the area covered. 

The Protected Area Management Board (PAMB) appointed by the Secretary shall perform such powers 
and duties as specified in the NIPAS Act and as delegated to it by the Secretary under such Act. All 
decisions made pursuant to these rules and regulations shall have the force and effect to acts of a final 
PAMB under the NIPAS Act.

AMENDING PROCLAMATION NO. 297, DATED JULY 21, 1938, BY RESERVING AND 
DESIGNATION CERTAIN PORTION OF THE LAND EMBRACED THEREIN AS THE 
COTABATO PROVINCIAL FOREST AND ECOTOURISM PARK FOR THE BENEFIT AND 
ENJOYMENT OF THE PEOPLE OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources and the request of the 
Provincial Government of Cotabato in representation of the Associates Rural Development, Inc., and 
by virtue of the powers vested upon me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of 
the Philippines, do hereby amend Proclamation No. 297, dated July 21, 1938, which established the 
Kidapawan Lanzon Forest Reserve (FR 80), converted into Amas Reforestation Project pursuant to 
Reforestation Administration Order No. 3, dated 12 April 1966, located in Barangay Amas, 
Municipality of Kidapawan, Province of Cotabato, by reserving and designating certain portion of the 
land embraced therein as the Cotabato Provincial Forest and Ecotourism Park for forest and ecotourism

No cutting of trees within the Cotabato Provincial Forest and Ecotourism Park shall be allowed without 
the expressed approval of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources. 

The introduction of any developmental projects within the area will be subject to the Environmental 
Inpact Assessment System 

No portion whatsoever covered by the Provincial Forest and Ecotourism Park shall be leased or 
redeveloped without the mutual consent of the DENR and the Provincial Government of North 
Cotabato. 


The DENR Seed Proclamation Area, and other ongoing and future DENR scientific researches shall be 
maintained. In addition, a botanical garden within the Forest and Ecotourism Park shall be established. 


A management plan covering the Forest and Ecotourism park shall be developed by the Provincial 
Government of Cotabato, Cotabato Provincial PNP Command and the concerned people organizations 
and NGOs with the assistance ofthe Department of Environment and Natural Resources.

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary, Department of Environment and Natural Resources, and 
pursuant to the power vested upon me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the 
Philippines, do hereby set aside and declare certain parcels of land of public domain covering Mt. Apo 
situated in the municipalities of Kidapawan, Makilala and Magpet in the province of Cotabato; 
Bansalan, Digos, Sta Cmz, in the province of Davao del Sur and in the city of Davao, island of 
Mindanao, subject to prior private rights, if any, as Protected Area under the category of Natural Park 
and portions of its peripheral areas as Buffer Zone. 

The technical description provided hereunder is based on a table survey and therefore subject to ground 
survey and verification to be conducted by the DENR, for which additional funds are to be requested 
for the purpose from the Department of Budget and Management.

Mt. Apo shall be known as “Mt. Apo Natural Park ” and its peripheral areas as Buffer Zone (Parcel 1 
and Parcel 2). The subject area shall remain under the administrative jurisdiction of the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) and shall be administered by the Protected Area 
Management Board as constituted pursuant to RA. 7586 otherwise known as the NIPAS Act of 1992 
and its implementing rules and regulations. 

The purpose for the establishment of the Natural Park is to protect and conserve the ecological, 
biological, scientific and educational features of the area. The peripheral Buffer Zone is established to 
serve as an extra layer of protection for the Park and certain areas thereof as sites for livelihood 
projects and sustainable resource utilization. 

Insofar as the mles and regulations over national parks are consistent with the provisions of NIPAS 
Act, they shall continue to apply until Congress shall otherwise declare. All other applicable laws shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

The DENR shall prioritize the implementation of the General Management Planning Strategy (GMPS), 
boundary relocation and the appointment of the Protected Area Staff in the area covered. 

A person qualifying for a tenured migrant status as of the effectivity of the NIPAS Act shall be eligible 
to become a steward of a portion of land within the appropriate management zone of the protected area, 
and from which he may derive subsistence. 

The Protected Area Management Board (PAMB) appointed by the Secretary shall perform such powers 
and duties as specified in the NIPAS Act and as delegated to it by the Secretary under such Act. All 
decisions made pursuant to these mles and regulations shall have the force and effect of acts of a final 
PAMB under the NIPAS Act.

AIDS case was discovered in 1984, the reported number of HIV case in the country has increased to 
765; 

WHEREAS, in response to the growing threat of HIV/ AIDS epidemic in the country and its potential 
socio-economic impact, the Philippine National AIDS Council (PNAC) was created in 1992 through 
Executive Order No. 39; 

WHEREAS, the PNAC, a multi-sectoral body tasked to advise the President of the Philippines on 
AIDS prevention and control policies, crafted the National HIV/ AIDS Strategies, a comprehensive and 
national approach to HIV/AIDS prevention and control, after a series of nationwide consultations and 
consensus building; 

WHEREAS, there is an urgent need to strengthen the implementation of the National HIV/AIDS 
Strategies which include, among other things, the creation and fostering of an environment that would 
help ensure better understanding of all AIDS related issues; 

WHEREAS, it has been recognized that public information and education is the most effective and 
most viable measure to prevent and control the spread of HIV/AIDS;

It shall be under the administrative jurisdiction of the Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources (DENR) and shall be administered by the Protected Area Management Board (PAMB) as 
constituted pursuant to Republic Act 75 86 otherwise known as the NIPAS Act of 1992 and its 
implementing rules and regulations. 

The purpose for the establishment of the Wildlife Sanctuary is to protect and conserve the biological 
diversity and protect nationally significant species, biotic communities or physical features of the 
environment. 


In so far as the rules and regulations over national parks are consistent with the provisions of the 
NIPAS Act, they shall continue to apply until Congress shall otherwise declare. All other applicable 
laws shall remain in full force and effect. 


The DENR shall prioritize the implementation of the General Management Planning Strategy (GMPS), 
boundary relocation and appointment of the Protected Area Staff in the area covered. 


A person qualifying for tenured migrant status as of the effectivity of the NIPAS Act shall be eligible 
to become a steward of a portion of land within the appropriate management zones of the protected 
area and from which he may derive subsistence. 




The PAMB shall perform such powers and duties as specified in the NIPAS Act. All decisions made 
pursuant to these rules and regulations shall have the force and effect of acts of a final PAMB under the 
NIPAS Act.

WHEREAS , rivers, bays and inland lakes in the Philippines have become polluted due to irresponsible 
land-based activities such as improper waste disposal, industrial discharges, spillage of toxic chemicals 
and inadequate sewage; 

WHEREAS, the gravity of the water problem became more apparent when massive fish kill in the 
Manila Bay occurred more than twice this year; 

WHEREAS , in order to arrest further degradation of the coastal and marine environment, a collective 
effort is vital to instill awareness among the Filipino people of the need to preserve and protect the 
marine environment; 

WHEREAS , an observance of a national protection of the waters week on December 2 to 8 shall 
provide the base of consciousness-raising on coastal and marine environmental degradation 
complemented by an Action Agenda to confront the water crisis in our country;

WHEREAS, Section 85, Chapter XII, Title 5 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, approved on 7 
November 1936, otherwise known as the “Public Land Act”, authorizes the President to designate by 
proclamation, any tract or tracts of lands of the public domain for the establishment of agricultural 
colonies;

MINERAL LAND RESERVATION IN THE PROVINCE OF SURIGAO, ISLAND OF MINDANAO 
CERTAIN AMENABLE AND DISPOSABLE PARCELS OF LAND EMBRACED THEREIN, AND 
DECLARING THE SAME OPEN TO DISPOSITION UNDER THE COMPREHENSIVE 
AGRARIAN REFORM PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM AND 
OTHER PERTINENT LAWS RELATIVE TO TITLING OF LANDS SUITABLE FOR 
AGRICULTURE', BY INCLUDING CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND FURTHER IDENTIFIED AS 
SUITABLE FOR AGRICULTURE IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF BASILISA, TUBAJON, 
LORETO, ISLAND OF DINAGAT AND MUNICIPALITY OF CLAVER, ALL WITHIN THE 

PROVINCE OF SURIGAO DEL NORTE 


WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 295 dated 9 November 1993, segregated and released portions of land 
within Surigao Mineral Reservation for distribution to qualified beneficiaries under the Comprehensive 
Agrarian Reform Program of the Department of Agrarian Reform; 

WHEREAS, the Secretaries of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources and the 
Department of Agrarian Reformhave entered into a Memorandum of Agreement to conduct geological 
surveys for the determination of lands classified as alienable and disposable and those suitable for 
residential and/or agricultural purposes; 

WHEREAS, per the findings of the DAR-DENR geological and field survey team, there exist portions 
of the Surigao Mineral Reservation which have low geological potential for minerals and could be 
possibly reclassified as agricultural areas which were not included in Presidential Proclamation No. 
295; 

WHEREAS , the residents of the parcels of lands covered by this amended proclamation are clamoring 
for the inclusion by the government of said parcels underthe agrarian reform program; 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 448, as amended by Executive Order No. 506 of 1992 provides that 
“except nationalparks and other protected areas, all lands orportions of the public domain reserved by 
virtue of proclamation or law for specific purposes or uses by departments, bureaus and agencies of the 
government, which are suitable for agriculture and no longer actually, directly and exclusively used or 
necessary for the purpose for which they have been reserved shall be segregated from the reservations 
and transferred to the Department of Agrarian Reform for distribution to qualified beneficiaries under 
the Comprehensive Agrarian Reform Program." 

WHEREAS, Section 7 of R.A. No. 7942, series of 1995, otherwise known as the Philippine Mining 
Act of 1995 provides that the Secretary shall periodically review existing mineral reservations for the 
purpose of determining whether their continued existence is consistent with the national interest, and 
upon his recommendation, the President may, by proclamation, alter or modify the boundaries thereof 
or revert the same to the public domain without prejudice to prior existing rights. 

NOW, THEREFORE, upon the recommendation of the Secretaries of Environment and Natural 
Resources and Agrarian Reform, and pursuant to the provisions of Section 7 of Republic Act No. 7942, 
otherwise known as the Philippine Mining Act of 1995, and by virtue of the powers vested in me by 
law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby supplement 
Proclamation No. 295 dated 9 November 1993 so as to include certain parcels of land suitable for

CONVERSION OF THE CITY OF CABANATUAN FROM A COMPONENT CITY INTO A 

HIGHLY-URBANIZED CITY 

WHEREAS, Section 452 of the Local Government Code (LGC) of 1991 provides that cities with a 
minimum population of two hundred thousand (200,000) inhabitants as certified by the National 
Statistics Office, and with the latest income of at least Fifty Million Pesos (P50,000,000.00) based on 
1991 constant prices, as certified by the city treasurer, shall be classified as highly urbanized cities; 

WHEREAS, Section 453ofthe LGCof 1991 also provides that it shall be the duty ofthe President to 
declare a city as highly -urbanized within thirty (30) days after it shall have met the minimum 
requirements prescribed in Section 452 of the same Code, upon proper application therefor; 

WHEREAS , under the Rules and Regulations Implementing the Local Government Code of 1991, the 
procedure for converting a city into a highly urbanized one is as follows: 

a. Resolution - The interested component city shall submit to the Office of the President a resolution of 
its Sanggunian adopted by a majority of all its members in a meeting duly called for the purpose, and 
approved and endoised by the city mayor. Said resolution shall be accompanied by certifications as to 
income and population. 

b. Declaration of Conversion - Within thirty (30) days from receipt of such resolution, the President 
shall, after verifying that the income and population requirements have been met, declare the 
component city as highly-urbanized. 

c. Plebiscite - Within one hundred twenty (120) days from the declaration of the President or as 
specified in the declaration of the President or as specified in the declaration, the COMELEC shall 
conduct a plebiscite in the city proposed to be converted. Such plebiscite shall be preceded by a 
comprehensive information campaign to be conducted by the COMELEC with the assistance of 
national and local government officials, media, NGOs, and other interested parties. 

WHEREAS, the Sangguniang Panlungsod of the City of Cabanatuan, in Resolution No. 790-96, 
requested the President to declare the City of Cabanatuan as a highly-urbanized city; 

WHEREAS , the City of Cabanatuan has met the minimum requirements prescribed under Section 452 
ofthe LGC of 1991 fora city to be classified as highly-urbanized; 

WHEREAS, it is a declared policy of this government to support local governments’ initiatives to 
attain their fullest development as self-reliant communities and make them more effective partners in 
the attainment of national goals ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby proclaim the City of Cabanatuan as a highly-urbanized city, provided, 
however, that this proclamation shall take effect upon ratification in a plebiscite by the qualified voters 
therein, as provided for in Section 453 of the Local Government Code.

The above-described area shall be known as the Northern Sierra Madre Natural Park and shall be under 
the administrative jurisdiction of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) to be 
administered by the Protected Area Management Board (PAMB) as constituted pursuant to RA 7586 
(NIPAS Act of 1992) and its implementing mles and regulations. 

The purpose for the establishment of the Natural Park is to protect and conserve the ecological, 
biological, scientific and educational features of the area. Sustainable development of the area shall be 
pursued to address the socio-economic needs of the local communities without causing adverse impact 
on the environment. 

Insofar as the rules and regulations over national parks are consistent with the provisions of the NIPAS 
Act, they shall continue to apply until Congress shall otherwise declare. All other applicable laws shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

A person qualifying for a tenured migrant status as of the effectivity of the NIPAS Act shall be eligible 
to become a steward of a portion of land within the appropriate management zone of the protected area, 
and from which he may derive subsistence. 

The Protected Area Management Board (PAMB ) appointed by the Secretary shall perform such powers 
and duties as specified in the NIPAS Act and as delegated to it by the Secretary under such Act. All 
decisions made pursuant to these rules and regulations shall have the force and effect of acts of a final 
PAMB under the NIPAS Act. 

Letter of Instruction (LOI) 917-A, dated September 7, 1979 is hereby amended accordingly.

Section 3. Main Zone . - The area delineated under Sec. 2 and transferred to BCDA is hereby 
designated as the Main Zone. For this purpose, applicable incentives under Sec. 6 hereof shall in the 
interim be limited to the Main zone. 

Section 4. Governing Body of the Morong Special Economic Zone . Pursuant to Memorandum Order 
No. 267 dated 07 March 1995, as amended by Memorandum Order No. 280 dated 28 April 1995, 
BCDA is hereby established as the governing body of the MSEZ and shall take over from the Ad Hoc 
Committee for the Conversion of the PRPC Complex the preservation, maintenance, security, and 
development of the PRPCC. BCDA shall determine the utilization of the lands subject to private 
property rights and consistent with existing laws. 

Pursuant to Section 5(m) of R.A. 7227, BCDA shall, in consultation with local government units 
concerned, promulgate the necessary policies, rules and regulations to govern and regulate the MSEZ 
including investment incentives, through an operating and implementing arm it may establish or 
through another entity/entities or joint venture with whom it may enter into contract for its economic 
development and optimum utilization. 

Section 5. Parameters for Conversion . The MSEZ shall have the following parameters to guide its 
conversion/development: 

1.1 Economic. The MSEZ shall be self-sustaining and self-liquidating as far as practicable, and 
consistent with the Bataan, the Subic Bay and the Central Luzon Development Programs, in line with 
the Vision of Philippines 2000. 


1.2 Social. The MSEZ shall promote and prioritize the utilization of indigenous resources, the growth 
of satellite industries in the locality, the forward and backward linkages of industries in and out of the 
PRPCC, and the upgrading of workers ’ skills to benefit local people whenever viable/practicable. 




1.3 Environmental. The MSEZ shall ensure sustainable development of the area through 
establishment of environment-friendly industries and an eco-tourism component, as well as the 
institutionalization of appropriate measures to conserve the environment. 


1.4 Technological. The MSEZ shall serve as the springboard of the country to the 21st century by 
focusing and promoting knowledge-based and high technology industries. It shall also promote 
economic growth through the commercialization of high quality research and development and high- 
value added products and services. 

1.5 Infrastructure Support. The MSEZ shall have the required infrastructure linkages with growth 
centers and growth areas in the locality to allow integration of development efforts in the region. 

Section 6. Investment Climate in Morong Special Economic Zone . MSEZ, among others, shall have all 
the applicable incentives granted in the Subic Special Economic Zone under RA 7227, except freeport 
status, and those applicable incentives granted under the Omnibus Investment Code of 1987 as 
amended and the Foreign Investment Act of 1991, as amended. For this purpose, BCDA shall issue the 
pertinent implementing guidelines, and upon the concurrence of the local government unit of Morong, 
the same investment incentives applied to the main zone shall also be applied to the sub-zone subject to 
existing laws. 

Section 7. Implementing Rules and Regulations . Pursuant to Section 5 (mj of RA 7227 (Defining the 
Powers of the BCDA), the BCDA shall prepare the Implementing Rules and Regulations for the 
Morong SEZ within 60 days after the issuance of this Proclamation. 

Section 8. Role of Departments, Bureaus, Offices, Agencies and Instrumentalities . To facilitate the 
necessary approvals and to expedite the implementation of various projects in the MSEZ, all pertinent 
government bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities are hereby directed to give full support to 
BCDA and/or its implementing subsidiary or joint venture corporation. 

Section 9. Local Autonomy . The Municipality of Morong and the Province of Bataan shall retain its 
basic autonomy and identity except on matters affecting business and investment policies, tax 
incentives and exemptions, planning, zoning and land use in the Main Zone, where the decision of 
BCDA shall prevail. 

Section 10. Repealing Clause . All orders, mles and regulations or parts thereof, which are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Proclamation, are hereby repealed, amended or modified accordingly. 

Section 11. Separability Clause . If any provision of this Proclamation shall be held unconstitutional or 
invalid, the other provisions not otherwise affected shall remain valid and in full force and effect. 

Section 12. Effectivitv . This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources, and pursuant to the 
powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby set aside 
and declare certain parcels of land covering Mount Kanla-on situated in the municipalities of Murcia 
and La Castellana, and cities of Bago, La Carlota, Canlaon and San Carlos, all within the Negros 
Island, subject to prior valid private rights, if any and as herein provided, as Protected Area under the 
category of Natural Park, subject to ground verification. 

The technical descriptions provided hereunder are based on a table survey and therefore subject to 
ground survey and verification to be conducted by the DENR, for which additional funds are to be 
requested for the purpose from the Department of Budget and Management.

b) the geothermal block shall be managed as a buffer, special use or any other management zone as 
may be determined bytheDENR Secretary; 

c) areas of the geothermal block subsequently determined not to be suited to geothermal development 
shall be classified to other management uses as may be determined by the DENR Secretary; and 

d) a person qualifying for tenured migrant status as of the effectivity of the NIPAS Act shall be eligible 
to become a steward of a portion of land within the appropriate management zones of the protected 
area, and from which he may derive subsistence. 

The above-described area shall be known as the Mount Kanla-on Natural Park and shall be under the 
administrative jurisdiction of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) to be 
administered by the Protected Area Management Board (PAMB) as constituted pursuant to RA 7586 
(NIPAS Act of 1992) and its implementing mles and regulations. 

The purpose for the establishment of Mount Kanla-on as Natural Park is to protect and conserve the 
ecological, biological, scientific and educational features of the area. 

Insofar as the rules and regulations over national parks are consistent with the provisions of the NIPAS 
Act, they shall continue to apply until Congress shall otherwise declare. All other applicable laws shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


The Protected Area Management Board (PAMB ) appointed by the Secretary shall perform such powers 
and duties as specified in the NIPAS Act and as delegated to it by the Secretary under such Act. All 




decisions made pursuant to these rules and regulations shall have the force and effect of acts of a final

CONSERVATION AND DEVELOPM ENT ZONE, CREATING A PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION 
FOR THE INTEGRATED CONSERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE AREA AND 

PROVIDING FUNDS THEREFOR 


WHEREAS, the Sulu and Celebes Seas represent large marine ecosystems with outstanding and 
universal values on marine biodiversity; 

WHEREAS, the Sulu and Celebes Seas harbor an extremely rich diversity of corals, reef, fish, sea 
turtles, seabird, whales, dolphins and large pelagic such as tuna, sharks, jacks, mackerels, whale sharks 
and manta rays; 

WHEREAS, the Sulu Sea is a major source of livelihood for local fishermen from Palawan, Visayas, 
Mindanao, Quezon and Bicol and is regarded as the most important fishery basin in central and 
southern Philippines ; 


WHEREAS, the Tubbataha Reef National Marine Park and the Turtle Islands Heritage Protected Area, 
the first marine park and the only UNESCO World Heritage Site in the country and the world’s first 
transborderprotected area ofthe endangered sea turtles, respectively, are bothfoundin the Sulu Sea; 


WHEREAS, the Celebes Sea is the richest tuna fishing ground of the country and where rare 
endangered marine mammals may be found; 


WHEREAS, it is the national policy to promote the well-being of the Filipino people through an 
integrated approach to conservation and development of coastal and marine resources; 


WHEREAS, it is a national commitment to promote the global conservation of highly diverse coastal 
and marine areas for the benefit of humanity; 


WHEREAS, there is a need to vigorously pursue a joint partnership program with local communities 
and business for maintaining marine conservation areas in the Sulu Sea; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President ofthe Republic ofthe Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers granted to me by law and upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and 
Natural Resources, do hereby declare the Sulu and Celebes Seas as Marine and Coastal Integrated 
Conservation and Development Zone (MCICDZ). 


The primary purpose of this proclamation is to conserve the rich biodiversity of the Sulu and Celebes 
Seas while implementing sustainable development activities particularly in the fisheries and tourism 
sectors, thus ensuring the economic well-being of coastal communities surrounding the Sulu and 
Celebes Seas. 


SECTION 1. Organization. - There is hereby created a Presidential Commission for the Integrated 
Conservation and Development of the Sulu and Celebes Seas, hereinafter referred to as the 
“Commission”, to formulate, recommend and implement programs aimed at ensuring the conservation 
of the rich marine biodiversity while providing income-generating opportunities to coastal 
communities through sustainable development activities . 

SEC. 2. Composition. - The Commission shall be composed of the following:

SEC. 3. Duties and Responsibilities. - The Commission shall perform the following duties and 
responsibilities: 

a. Formulate and recommend to the President policies pertinent to the conservation and development of 
the Sulu and Celebes Seas and their environs; 

b. Formulate a framework for the development and implementation of Integrated Conservation and 
Development Projects in the Sulu and Celebes Seas; 

c. Pursue cooperative projects and agreements with neighboring countries and international 
organizations; 

d. Consult the communities, up to the barangays and sitios located on the remotest islands and their 
local government leaders, regarding the values they have for the Sulu and Celebes Seas and their 
natural riches; 

e. Inform educate, organize and use these communities and local government units about the 
importance of these ecosystems for their food security and ecological survival; 

f. Coordinate and facilitate the resolution of issues and concerns affecting the area; 

g. Assist in drawing up a scientific, social and economic research agenda; 

h. Submit quarterly reports to the President on its activities and development; and 

i. Perform such other functions as may be assigned to it by the President. 

SEC. 4. Technical Working Groupi - The Chairman of the Commission shall create a Technical 
Working Group (TWG) composed of representatives from each of the aforementioned agencies 
together with experts from other organizations and institutions. The TWG shall be headed by the 
Undersecretary for Field Operations-DENR, who shall constitute a Secretariat to support the 
Commission and the TWG. 

SEC. 5. Establishment of a Trust Fund. - To ensure the sustainability of integrated conservation and 
development programs for the Sulu and Celebes Seas, the amount of TWENTY MILLION PESOS 
(P20.000, 000.00) from the Office of the President - Department of Budget and Management is hereby 
provided as a seed capital for a Trust Fund. The Commission is authorized to organize a Board of 
Tmstees to constitute a foundation that will generate additional funds to increase the principal amount. 




SEC. 6. Effectivity. - This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

DECLARING THE PH IL IPPINE TARSIER (TARSIUS SYRICHTA) AS A SPECIALLY 
PROTECTED FAUNAL SPECIES OF THE PH IL IPPINES 

WHEREAS, the Tarsius syrichta, commonly known as the Philippine Tarsier, is an endemic species 
found in the southeastern part of the Philippine archipelago, particularly on the islands of Bohol, 
Samar, Leyte and Mindanao; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Tarsier offers immense ecological, aesthetic, educational, historical, 
recreational and scientific value to the country and to the Filipino people; 

WHEREAS, the preservation of the Philippine Tarsier is a matter of national concern since it forms 
part of the Philippines’ heritage; 

WHEREAS, the Philippine Tarsier is vanishing due to unabated destructive activities within its known 
habitats ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by law and upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and 
Natural Resources, do hereby proclaim and declare the Philippine Tarsier as a Specially Protected 
Faunal Species of the Philippines. 

In pursuit thereof, the hunting, killing, wounding, taking away or possession of the Philippine Tarsier 
and the conduct of activities destructive of its habitats are hereby prohibited. However, the possession 
of the Philippine Tarsier for educational, scientific or conservation-centered research purposes may be 
allowed upon certification by the DENR Secretary. 

To ensure the effective enforcement of this prohibition, the DENR is hereby directed to spearhead the 
undertaking of all activities leading to the establishment of appropriate sanctuaries to preserve and 
protect the species, as prescribed under the provisions of Republic Act No. 7586, otherwise known as 
the National Integrated Protected Areas System (NIPAS) Act of 1991. 

The DENR is also tasked to collaborate with other concerned government agencies, NGOs, local 
government units and local communities in the conduct of accelerated and expanded field researches 
and to avail of financial support and technical cooperation from local and international entities, as may 
be deemed necessary to implement the provisions of this Proclamation.

WHEREAS , there is an urgent need for the declaration of a state of calamity in the areas to enable the 
local government units to use their Calamity Fund for relief and other emergency requirements of the 
affected constituents;

All departments and other government agencies concerned are hereby directed to implement and 
execute relief and rehabilitation work in accordance with existing operational plans, directives and 
orders issued in connection with calamities.

Upon recommendation of the Secretary of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources and 
pursuant to the powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, do 
hereby set aside and reserve as Chocolate Hills Natural Monument, the one thousand seven hundred 
seventy six (1,776) chocolate hills, more or less and the areas within, around, and surrounding them 
located in the municipalities of Carmen, Batuan and Sagbayan, Bilar, Valencia and Sierra Bullones, 
Province of Bohol, to protect and maintain its natural beauty and to provide restraining mechanisms for 
inappropriate exploitation, subject to private rights, if there be any, and to the operation of previous 
proclamation reserving any portion thereof for specific purposes and for the implementation of 
tourism-related programs consistent with the objective of the proclamation as may be determined by 
the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources, which area is more particularly described as 
follows:

The Federation of Senior Citizens Association of the Philippines (FSCAP), Coalition of Services for 
the Elderly (COSE) and other non-government organizations and associations among the older persons 
are hereby enjoined to take full cognizance of the International Year of Older Persons and to fully 
cooperate in the attainment of its goals, objectives and activities by supporting programs, projects and

WHEREAS, Acute Flaccid Paralysis (AFP) Surveillance is an essential component of Polio 
Eradication, in providing proof of the absence of wild poliovirus circulation; 

WHEREAS, the Philippines is doing well in the Oral Polio Vaccine (OPV) immunization, but lags 
behind in AFP surveillance hence, it cannot be certified polio-free unless surveillance for AFP 
improves; 

WHEREAS, all large government and private hospitals need to be linked to the AFP surveillance 
system network, coordinated by the Field Epidemiology Training Program - National Epidemic 
Sentinel Surveillance System (FETP-NESSS) and the Regional Epidemiology and Surveillance Units 
(RESU); 

WHEREAS, there is a need to culture stools from all children below 15 years old presenting with AFP 
within 14 days from onset. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby enjoin all public and private hospitals with 100 beds or more, all 
neurological societies especially on pediatric neurology, and all medical and pediatric societies to 
actively participate in the AFP Surveillance component of the polio eradication in the Philippines. 

To achieve this, the Department of Health (DOH) shall coordinate all activities and provide necessary 
guidelines to make this project a success. The DOH can request assistance from any agency whenever 
necessary.

LAUNCHING THE NATIONWIDE MEASLES ELIMINATION CAMPAIGN ON SEPTEMBER 

1997 


WHEREAS, affirming the commitment to give high priority to child survival, protection and 
development; 

WHEREAS, reaffirming the commitment to the Universal Child Immunization goal and eradication or 
eventual elimination of diseases that continue to affect children; 

WHEREAS, aware that measles is a highly transmissible disease, affecting all age groups but mostly 
infants and very young unimmunized children and that it also causes complications resulting in death, 
blindness and malnutrition; 

WHEREAS, learning from the successes of the national mass immunization campaigns for poliovirus 
eradication; 

WHEREAS, realizing that sustaining high basic routine immunization coverage of infants, while 
providing supplemental booster vaccinations during mass campaigns are effective measles reduction 
and elimination measures as demonstrated in other countries especially the Latin American nations; 

WHEREAS, affirming that the Department of Health has the necessary resources for the nationwide 
measles reduction and control campaigns to meet the vaccination of infants and children ages 9 months 
to less than 15 years old. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare the start of the Philippine Measles Elimination Campaign, 
“Iligtas si Baby saTigdas”on September 1997. 

To achieve the goals of measles elimination: 

1. The local government units should take the lead in implementing the local strategies for the 
campaign such as: 

1.1 exert special effort to find and immunize every Filipino infant with the basic routine dose of 
measles vaccine at 9-12 months wherever he or she may be. 

1.2 give supplemental “catch up” vaccination to all children aged 12 months to below 15 years old 
regardless of immunization status or reported history of measles infection. Anti-measles vaccine 
(AMV) immunization coverage should be 100% in each barangay. This will thus mean active 
masterlisting. 

1.3 give periodic “follow-up” mass measles immunizations according to the Department of Health 
(DOH) guidelines. 

1.4 improve the surveillance systemfor measles cases consisting of: 

* adoption of standard case definition for measles 


* active and timely reporting of measles cases 



* establishment of facilities for laboratory confirmation of measles 


1.5 the local government unit shall closely coordinate with the DOH in the timely and effective 
investigation and control of measles outbreak. 

2. The Department of Education, Culture and Sports (DECS), in collaboration with DOH, shall conduct 
measles vaccination in all primary and secondary schools both private and public. 

3. The Department of Health (DOH) is hereby designated to act as the lead agency to coordinate and 
draft the necessary guidelines for the proper implementation of this project. 

As lead agency, the DOH can tap the assistance of other government agencies, non-governmental and 
private sectors, local government units, civic and religious groups, international organizations and 
other concerned sectors whenevernecessary. 

This campaign and collaboration shall continue from hereon to ensure that measles remains under 
control until it is eventually eliminated or eradicated.

DECLARING A NATIONAL NEONATAL TETANUS ELIMINATION CAMPAIGN STARTING 

1997 

WHEREAS, tetanus among newborns or Neonatal Tetanus (NT) is still a major threat to children’s 
lives; 

WHEREAS, this disease should no longer occur because it is preventable through vaccination of 
women, before childbirth and that the available vaccine is safe, effective and inexpensive; 

WHEREAS, the disease has been observed to cluster in high risk areas and communities and noted to 
have been reduced to 1 case per 1000 live birth per year in the Philippines but not in each province, 
city or municipality; 

WHEREAS, in 1989, the World Health Assembly called for a worldwide elimination of neonatal 
tetanus (NT); 

WHEREAS, Local Government Units (LGUs) are empowered to meet and resolve local health 
problems ; 

WHEREAS, the Department of Health has the necessary technical and other elimination strategies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare a Neonatal Tetanus Elimination campaign targeted at provinces 
and cities with reported NT cases. To achieve this, I hereby enjoin the following: 

The local government units specifically the province and city levels to take the lead in implementing 
the NT elimination strategies as follows: 

1.1 identify the NT “high risk” areas according to: 
the high number of NT cases 

the low Tetanus Toxoid (TT) vaccination coverage of women (at least 2 doses of TT before delivery of 
the baby) 

the high presence of traditional birth attendants of “hilots” especially the untrained hilots which may 

mean high numbers of “unclean” births 

the absence of available data on any of the above 

1.2 identify reasons why these problems continue to exist 

1.3 conduct thorough information and education campaigns (IEC) to clarify and plan community -wide 
intervention such as immunization of others and women. 

1.4 monitor and sustain anti-tetanus protection among women of child-bearing age. 

1.5 monitor the impact of these NT elimination statistics. 

2. The Department of Health (DOH) to define the details of the NT Elimination campaign and 
coordinate and establish necessary linkages. 



3 The other government agencies, non-governmental organization, civic and religious groups, 
professional groups and otherprivate sectors to actively support and participate. 


This campaign and collaboration shall continue until newborns no longer die from neonatal tetanus in 
the Philippines.

ADOPTION OF THE BALANCED FERT ILI ZATION STRATEGY UNDER THE GINTONG ANI 
PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

WHEREAS, food security remains an important national issue; 

WHEREAS, continued efficient fertilizer use is necessary to sustain food supply to feed the 
population which is expected to double in 25 years; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to correct the dismal situation wherein fertilizer sales for the last 15 years 
have more than doubled yet the yield for rice and com have barely increased; 

WHEREAS, the decline in the rate of increase in productivity has been attributed to excessive 
depletion of soil nutrients in disproportionate quantities leading to nutrient imbalances; 

WHEREAS, the appropriate mix of inorganic and organic fertilizers is recognized as a potent strategy 
in orderto make available most if not all of the essential nutrients neededby plants; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to restmcture the existing practices into location specific balanced 
fertilizer recommendations which incorporate the use of inorganic and organic fertilizers; 

WHEREAS, the balanced fertilization strategy could jumpstart and increase the yield from 3 MT to 5 
MT per hectare underthe Gintong Ani Program of the Department of Agriculture. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby authorize the Department of Agriculture and its instrumentalities to 
adopt the Balanced Fertilization Strategy and perform the following: 

1 To disseminate guidelines for strategic distribution of appropriate fertilizers which are affordable, 
with the end in view of increasing rice and com yields from 3 MT to 5 MT per hectare and 2 MT to 4 
MT, respectively, which increase could be sustained through the season and will not cause depletion of 
our natural resources . 


2 To provide the necessary forum for cooperative efforts with local government units, non-government 
organizations, the private sector and other entities involved in the efficient production and distribution 
of organic and inorganic fertilizers for the furtherance of the program. 

3. To provide for the redirection of Research and Development on Balanced Fertilization Strategy as 
well as on the economics of fertilizer usage and to make other necessary studies on the appropriate 
quality and quantity of fertilizer with the end view of ensuring maintenance of soil productivity over 
long period of use. 


4 To pro mote the Balanced Fertilization Strategy jointly with the Integrated Pest Management and 
synchronous planting as the country’s Integrated Crop Management approach that will ensure 
improvement in crop yields and reduce traditional losses from pests and diseases as well as inefficient 
use of irrigation facilities. 


5 To establish a Fertilizer Watch System at national, regional, provincial and municipal levels to 
monitor and evaluate the quantity and quality of all commercial fertilizers and to do any act which will 
ensure the success ofthe Program.

Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources and pursuant to the 
powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby withdraw 
from entry, sale, disposition or settlement and set aside as the Taguibo River Watershed Forest 
Reserve, subject to private rights, if any there be, and to the operations of previous proclamations

The 978 hectares of old growth or primary forest and the 5,666.75 hectares of second growth 
forest/logged-over areas within the proposed site shall be reserved and devoted as watersheds. Thus, 
their development shall be in accordance with R.A. 7586 otherwise known as the NIPAS Act. There 
shall be no cutting, harvesting, utilization or any form of exploitation of the trees found within these 
areas. 

The development activities or infrastructure projects of the ZAMBOECOZONE Authority within these 
areas shall be subject to environmental impact assessments and other environmental laws, mles and 
regulations.

THROUGH NATIONAL VEHICLE INSPECTION AND MAINTENANCE CONSCIOUSNESS 

WHEREAS, the pollution of the air in rapidly urbanizing areas, particularly in Metro Manila, the 
home of about 9.5 million people as of 1995 estimates, has reached levels that adversely affect human 
health and public welfare and calls for more aggressive efforts to reduce emissions in the air; 

WHEREAS, air pollution is caused by increased emissions of carbon monoxide, volatile organic 
compounds, oxides of nitrogen and sulfur and particulate matter from sources that bum fuels for 
energy; 

WHEREAS, motor vehicles which were estimated to have produced almost 65 million metric tons of 
pollutants in 1993, account for the majority of total airborne pollutants in Metro Manila; 

WHEREAS, the almost 2.6 million motor vehicles nationwide, 43% of which are in Metro Manila, 
continue to grow in number at about 8% per year, threatening to consume more fuel and to emit more 
toxic gases into the atmosphere; 

WHEREAS, although technological advances in engine design, pollution devices and fuels have 
continued to develop, the motorist’s neglect of his vehicle’s maintenance remains a major contributor 
to the rise in vehicle emission; 

WHEREAS, engine malfunctions that contribute to excessive pollution can be corrected often with 
simple maintenance, resulting in substantialemission reduction and fuel savings; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to create awareness among the motoring public regarding the importance 
and benefits of vehicle maintenance; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare the month of November of every year as “Clean Air Month 
Through National Vehicle Inspection and Maintenance Consciousness”. In connection therewith, I 
hereby allocate the amount of TWO MILLION PESOS (P2, 000,000. 00) annually fromthe Social Fund 
of the Office of the President for the planning and implementation of a nationwide awareness program 
that will promote the need to curb exhaust pollutants fro mon-road motor vehicles by maintaining them 
in good working condition. I further enjoin all motorists, concerned civic and non-governmental 
organizations and government offices to actively participate in this annual effort. 

All government vehicles, including vehicles of government owned and controlled corporations and of 
local government units shall, on this month of November, be subjected to rigorous emission inspection 
and proper maintenance operation conducted. Henceforth, any government vehicle apprehended for 
smoke -belching shall be the responsibility and liability of the concerned Department Secretary orhead 
of government owned or controlled corporation or government agency or local government unit.

CREATING AND DESIGNATING CERTAIN LANDS OF THE PRIVATE DOMAIN SITUATED 
IN BARANGAY APALAYA AND BARANGAY DANGLAYAN, BAUAN, BATANGAS, AS A 
SPECIAL ECONOMIC ZONE PURSUANT TO REPUBLIC ACT NO. 7916

PROCLAMATION NO. 1149 

CREATING AND DESIGNATING CERTAIN LANDS OF THE PRIVATE DOMAIN SITUATED 
IN BARANGAY PUNTA AND TULO, CALAMBA, LAGUNA AS A SPECIAL ECONOMIC ZONE 

PURSUANT TO REPUBLIC ACT NO. 7916 


Pursuant to the powers vested in me under Republic Act No. 7916 (The Special Economic Zone Act of 
1995), I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby create and 
designate as a Special Economic Zone (Ecozone) subject to the provisions of Republic Act No. 7916, 
its Implementing Rules and Regulations, and Resolution No. 97-162 dated May 14, 1996 of the Board 
of Directors of the Philippine Economic Zone Authority, an area located in Barangay Punta and Tulo, 
Calamba, Laguna, as the CARMELRAY INDUSTRIAL PARK E — SPECIAL ECONOMIC ZONE 
consisting of 148.7304 HECTARES, more or less, as defined by the following technical description 
which have been surveyed and verified by the Department of Environment and Natural Resources 
and Management Bureau.

The DENR shall prioritize the implementation of the General Management Planning Strategy (GMPS) 
boundary relocation and the appointment of the Protected Area Staff in the area covered. 

A person qualifying for a tenured migrants status as of the effectivity of the NIPAS Act shall be 
eligible to become a steward of a portion of land within the appropriate management zones of the 
protected area and from which he may derive subsistence. 

The PAMB appointed by the Secretary shall perform such powers and duties as specified in the NIPAS 
Act and as delegated to it by the Secretary under such Act. All decisions made pursuant to those mles 
and regulations shall have the force and effect of acts of a final PAMB under the NIPAS Act.

FURTHER AMENDING PROCLAMATION NOS. 347 AND 724 

WHEREAS, on March 25, 1994, Proclamation No. 347 was issued “Granting Amnesty to Rebels, 
Insurgents, and All Other Persons Who Have or May Have Committed Crimes Against Public Order, 
Other Crimes Committed in Furtherance of Political Ends, and Violations of the Articles of War, and 
Creating the National Amnesty Commission” which was given the mandate of “receiving and 
processing applications for amnesty and determining whether the applicants are entitled to amnesty”; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 347 was amended by Proclamation No. 724 reopening the period for 
filing applications for amnesty as well as extending the cut-off date of commission of crimes eligible 
for amnesty, to June 1, 1995; 

WHEREAS, since its inception, the National Amnesty Commission has received more than 15,000 
individual and group applications for amnesty; 

WHEREAS, during the brief information campaign period for Proclamation No. 724, a total of 4,408 
individual amnesty applications were filed with the National Amnesty Commission’s Local Amnesty 
Boards nationwide; 

WHEREAS, some 1,543 rebels and insurgents have belatedly manifested their desire to apply for 
amnesty under Proclamation No. 724, but their applications could not be acted upon because the 
deadline for filing applications has expired; 

WHEREAS, the status of hundreds of amnesty applicants under Proclamation Nos. 10 and 10-A were 
not resolved due to the abolition of the National Reconciliation and Development Program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution do hereby declare and proclaim: 

SECTION 1. Grant of Amnesty. -Section 1 of Proclamation No. 347 is further amended as follows: 

“Section 2. Re-opening of Application Period. - Applications for the grant of amnesty under 
Proclamation No. 724 as amended by this proclamation shall be filed with the National Amnesty 
Commission within six (6) months from the effectivity of this Proclamation.” 

SECTION 2. The National Amnesty Commission. - Section 4 of Proclamation No. 347 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 4. National Amnesty Commission. There shall be created a National Amnesty Commission, 
hereinafter referred to as the Commission that shall be tasked to perform the following functions: 

a) Receive, and process applications for amnesty and determine whether the applicants are entitled to 
amnesty underthis Proclamation; 

b) Process unfinished Manifestations Favouring Amnesty filed under Proclamation Nos. 10 and 10-A; 

c) Perform such other functions as well as exercise such powers as may be delegated or as signed by the 
President.”

EXCLUDING FROM THE OPERATION OF PROCLAMATION NO. 1826, WHICH 
ESTABLISHED THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT CENTER (NGC) SITE AT QUEZON CITY, 
ADDITIONAL PORTIONS OF LAND EMBRACED IN THE EAST SIDE THEREOF, AND 
DECLARING UNITS TO BE DEVELOPED THEREAT OPEN FOR DISPOSITION UNDER THE 
PROVISIONS OF REPUBLIC ACT 7279 OTHERWISE KNOWN AS THE URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT AND HOUSING ACT 


WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 137 (s. 1987) declared from the approximate total area of Four 
Hundred and Forty Four (444) hectares of the National Government Center (NGC) site in Quezon City, 
certain portions of land consisting of One Hundred Fifty (150) hectares, more or less, and now referred 
to as the NGC West-side, open for disposition to bonafide residents thereat; 

WHEREAS, an actual boundary survey of the NGC West-side showed that the area referred to in 
Proclamation No. 137 is in fact 184 hectares, leaving a net balance of Two Hundred and Thirty Eight 
(238) hectares in the NGC East-side; 

WHEREAS, Republic Act 7279, otherwise known as the Urban Development and Housing Act of 
1992, mandates the rational land use and development of urban lands to optimize the use and 
productivity thereof for both residential and commercial purposes; 

WHEREAS, at the remaining portion of the NGC of about 238 hectares, now referred to as the East- 
side, a survey conducted in April to July 1994 revealed that about 20,000 families reside thereat 
alongside existing government complexes, buildings and offices; cdrep 

WHEREAS, these families could not be accommodated in the existing and planned socialized housing 
development of the NGC West-side; 

WHEREAS, there are areas in the NGC East-side where said families can be accommodated; and,

PROCLAMATION NO. 920 (S. 1992), DECLARING CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND IN BAGUIO 

TOWNSITE AS MILITARY RESERVATION 


WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 254 dated 5 August 1929, reserved for the use of the then Bureau of 
Constabulary, certain parcels of land of the public domain in Residential Section B, Baguio City, 
identified as Lot No. A -2, Plan Rs-404, covering a total area of 34,008 square meters more or less; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 2313 dated 21 September 1983, as confirmed by Proclamation No. 920 
(Series of 1992), declared Lot Nos. 140 and 141, Residential Section D, Baguio City, covering a total 
area of, more or less, 290,283 square meters and 8,074.4 square meters, respectively, as military 
reservations; 

WHEREAS, certain portions of these strategically located military reservations have remained 
underutilized and continue to deteriorate into urban blights, thus highlighting the need to maximize 
their land use; 

WHEREAS, the overall plan of the Armed Forces of the Philippines requires the transfer and 
integration of the military installations in Baguio City into one unified military base with modem 
facilities, and funded by internally generated resources, among others; 

WHEREAS, the development and disposition of the underutilized portions of these military 
reservations shall maximize their land use in terms of urban functions, social benefits, economic 
returns and environmental enhancement, and at the same time, generate funds for the establishment of 
a unified military base in Baguio City, and other purposes that the AFP may deem necessary for the 
furtherance of the AFP Modernization Program; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, president of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the authority vested in me by law, and upon recommendation of the Secretary of the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources, do hereby order the following: 

Section 1. The first paragraph of Proclamation No. 254 (dated 5 August 1929) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“The parcels of land of the public domain situated in Residential Section B, City of Baguio, and 
described in the Land Management Bureau’s Plan Rs-404, are hereby reserved for military purposes 
including the furtherance of the AFP Modernization Program and for this purpose, the AFP may 
undertake development and disposition of portion orportions of theselands,to wit:” 

Section 2. The fourth paragraph of Proclamation No. 2313 dated 21 September 1983, as confirmed by 
Proclamation No. 920 dated 15 June 1992, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“The disposition, developments and utilization of the above described parcels of land, the ownership of 
which are vested in the Armed Forces of the Philippines, shall not be limited to military purposes.” 

Section 3. The Armed Forces of the Philippines (AFP), subject to the cadastral survey requirements 
under the Public Land Act and related laws, shall identify the portion or portions of the above parcels 
of land for development and disposition, to support the establishment of the unified military base in 
Baguio City, and other purposes that the AFP may deem necessary for the furtherance of the AFP 
Modernization Program. 



Section 4. Towards this development objective, the AFP may enter into agreement and/or joint 
undertakings with government agencies and/or private sector entities, as may be allowed under existing 
laws, for the formulation and implementation of the appropriate development and disposition plans 
covering the above parcels of land. 

Section 5. All orders, mles and regulations, or parts thereof, which are inconsistent with this 
Proclamation are hereby repealed, amended, or modified accordingly. 

Section 6. This Proclamation shall take effect immediately.

SAME AS THE PERMANENT SITE FOR THE OFFICE OF THE OMBUDSMAN AND FOR 

OTHER PURPOSES 


WHEREAS, under Proclamation No. 857, an area of 42,226 square meters of Lot RP-3B-4B-1B-3, 
PSD- 128681, covered by TCT No. 264430, located within the National Government Center in the 
district of Diliman, Quezon City, was segregated from the operation of Proclamation No. 616 Series of 
1969, which reserved a certain parcel of land to the Philippine Science High School, of which a portion 
of the segregated parcel, consisting of 25,906 square meters was allocated as the permanent site for the 
Office of the Ombudsman and the residual area of the segregated parcel, consisting of 16,320 square 
meters portion was reverted back to the National Housing Authority, for disposition in accordance with 
existing laws. 

WHEREAS, there are other government agencies in need of permanent sites for their offices within 
the National Government Center. 


WHEREAS, in view of the decision of the Office of the Ombudsman to utilize only 10,000 square 
meters out of its allocation of 25,906 square meters and in order to accommodate other government 
agencies desirous of acquiring permanent sites for their offices within the National Government Center, 
the Office of the Ombudsman and the National Housing Authority, jointly recommended that the 
25,906 square meters allocated as permanent site of the Office of the Ombudsman under Proclamation 
No. 857 Series of 1996, be reduced to TEN THOUSAND (10,000 sq. m.) and the initial residual area 
of 16,320 for disposition by the National Housing Authority, be increased to THIRTY TWO 
THOUSAND TWO HUNDRED TWENTY SIX (32,226 sq. m.J and reserved as permanent site for 
other government agencies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President 
of the Philippines, do hereby amend Proclamation No. 857, dated August 21, 1996, by reducing the 
area of 25,906 square meters allocated therein as permanent site of the OFFICE OF THE 
OMBUDSMAN, to 10,000 square meters and by increasing the 16,320 square meters initially allocated 
therein for disposition by the National Housing Authority, to 32,226 square meters which shall be 
disposed as permanent site in favor of other government agencies in accordance with existing laws and 
the policy, rules and regulations of the National Housing Authority on the disposition of institutional 
properties . 

Provisions of Proclamation No. 857, Series of 1996 and other executive administrative issuances which 
are inconsistent herewith are hereby amended, and modified accordingly.

WHEREAS, Sec. 6 of Republic Act No. 7637 which created the Mt. Pinatubo Assistance, 
Resettlement and Development Commission (MPARDC) provides that the Commission shall have a 
term of six (6) years; 

WHEREAS, the same law provides that the President may, within six (6) months prior to the 
expiration of said term, extend the existence of the Commission for a period of not more than three (3) 
years; 

WHEREAS, the six-year term of the Commission shall end on 19 October 1998; and, 

WHEREAS, there is need to extend the term of MPARDC to complete its critical tasks on the 
rehabilitation, security and welfare of the Mt. Pinatubo victims as well as ensure the proper transfer of 
its programs and activities to concerned agencies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby extend the term of MPARDC from 20 October 1998 to 31 December 
2000 to undertake the following tasks : 

1. Finalization of documentary requirements for the awarding of resettlement housing benefits to duly 
validated Mt. Pinatubo victims in accordance with existing policies; 

2. Completion of rehabilitation and/or repair of roads, utilities and other support facilities in the 
resettlement sites; 

3. Turn-over of resettlement sites administration and components to the appropriate national and local 
government agencies and other entities ; 

4. Provision of resettlement assistance to remaining lahar and flood victims in evacuation centers; 

5. Operationalization of on-going and existing resettlement -based livelihood facilities and projects; 

6. Strengthening of the capabilities of resettled victims to participate in the development of their 
respective communities ; 

Preparation of accounting and reportorial requirements to Congress; and 
8. Other tasks and activities that may be given by the President. 

All concerned agencies shall transfer to MPARDC all balances of funds, records, properties, other 
assets and liabilities of the defunct Task Force Mt. Pinatubo which are still in their respective 
possessions or under their control as mandated under Sec. 17 of R.A. 7637. A report on the action 
taken herein shall be submitted to the Office of the President within thirty (30) days from the date of 
this Proclamation.

WHEREAS, the Department of Health has formulated the National Dengue Prevention and Control 
Program (NDPCP) to reduce morbidity and mortality due to Dengue so that it will no longer be a 
public health problem; 


WHEREAS, Administrative Order No. 281 established the TepokLamok — Dengue Sapok Program 
nationwide and launched the program with the observance of the 4 o’clock habit during the rainy 
season to strengthen the NDPCP; 


WHEREAS, the rainy season, which starts in June, leads to proliferation of mosquito breeding sites 
resulting to seasonalincrease in dengue cases; 

WHEREAS, prevention and control of Dengue will require concerted and collaborative efforts among 
the various national and local government agencies and the private sector; 

WHEREAS, this concerted and collaborative undertaking should be developed as a regular habit; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare the month of June of every year starting this year 1998 as the 
National Dengue Awareness Month.

RESERVING FOR THE PURPOSE OF ESTABLISHING A SETTLEMENT AND AN 
AGRICULTURAL COMMUNITY UNDER THE AGRARIAN REFORM COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRARIAN REFORM CERTAIN PARCELS OF LAND 
SITUATED IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF CATARMAN, LOPE DE VEGA AND BOBON ALL 
OF THE PROVINCE OF NORTHERN SAMAR 


WHEREAS, Section 85, Chapter XII, Title 5 of Commonwealth Act No. 141, as amended and 
approved on 7 November 1936, otherwise known as the “Public Land Act”, authorizes the President to 
designate by proclamation, any tract or tracts of land of public domain for the establishment of 
agricultural communities ; 

WHEREAS, Section 14, Chapter IV, Title I, Book III of the Administrative Code of 1987 provides 
that “the President has the power to reserve for settlement or public use, and for specific purposes, any 
of the lands of the public domain, the use of which is not otherwise directed by law. The reserved land 
shall thereafter remain subject to the specific public purpose indicated until otherwise provided by law 
or proclamation”; 

WHEREAS, Section 3 [5], Chapter I, Title XI, Book IV of the Administrative Code of 1987 provides 
that the Department of Agrarian Reform shall “administer and dispose of, under a settlement scheme, 
all portions of the public domain declared as alienable and disposable lands for speedy distribution to 
and development by deserving and qualified persons who do not own any land and under such terms 
and conditions as the Department may prescribe giving priority to qualified and deserving farmers and 
occupants /tillers in the province where such lands are located”; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, and upon recommendation of the Secretaries of the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources and Department of Agrarian Reform, do hereby reserve for the purpose of 
establishing a settlement and an agricultural community under the administration and disposition of the 
Department of Agrarian Reform, subject to private rights, if any there be, and subject to actual survey 
and delineation on the ground, certain parcels of land more particularly described as follows:

Llanes Escoda has been dubbed as the Philippine’s Florence Nightingale for her untiring and genuine 
commitment for the poor and the needy; 

WHEREAS, in her capacity as Executive Secretary of the Philippine Anti-Leprosy Society and other 
socio-civic organizations, Josefa Llanes Escoda had strongly campaigned for the improvement of the 
laborer’s lot and the establishment of the Boy’s town; 

WHEREAS, Josefa Llanes Escoda’s exemplary courage and heroism in giving food and medicine to 
Filipino and American prisoners then interned at San Fernando, Pampanga; University of Santo Tomas, 
Manila; Cabanatuan, Nueva Ecija and Lx>s Banos, laguna, during the Pacific War, earned for her the 
distinction andhonoras one ofthe greatest heroines of the last Pacific War;

WHEREAS, historical records reveal that on June 5, 1898, General Emilio Aguinaldo, first president of 
the Philippine Republic, commissioned Julian Felipe, a musician and a revolutionary patriot, to 
compose a march “that is something more stirring and majestic, which can inspire our men to fight the 
enemy - something which embodies the noble ideals of our race”; 

WHEREAS, Felipe’s composition was approved by General Aguinaldo, together with the leaders of 
the revolutionary government and adopted it as the Marcha Nacional Filipina. The anthem was played 
for the first time during the Proclamation of Philippine Independence in Kawit, Cavite on June 12, 
1898; 

WHEREAS, Republic Act No. 8491 or the Flag and Heraldic Code of the Philippines provides that the 
“rendition of the National Anthem, whether played or sung, shall be in accordance with the musical 
arrangement and composition of Julian Felipe”; 

WHEREAS, Sections 34 and 35 of Republic Act No. 8491 provide that the National Anthem shall be 
entitled Lupang Hinirang, and shall be sung in the national language within or without the country, as 
adopted by Department Order No. 5, series of 1956, by the Department of Education. 

WHEREAS, the celebration of the Philippine Centennial embodies the great and noble ideals and 
aspirations of the Filipino nation, and that the National Anthem, whether played or sung, embodies the 
Filipino national pride andhonorin the continuing quest for national development and social progress; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby declare June 5, 1998 and every year thereafter as the Philippine 
National Anthem Day.

WHEREAS, Section 7 of Article X of the 1987 Constitution provides that local government units shall 
be entitled to an equitable share in the proceeds of the utilization and development of the national 
wealth within their respective areas, in the manner provided by law including sharing the same with the 
inhabitants by way of direct benefits ; 

WHEREAS, Section 2 of the 1991 Local Government Code (RA. No. 7160) provides that it is the 
declared policy of the state that the territorial and political subdivisions of the state shall enjoy genuine 
and meaningful local autonomy to enable them to obtain their fullest development as communities and 
make them more effective partners in the attainment of national goals;

EXCLUSION OF MINERAL RESOURCE-RICH AREAS OF CAGRARAY ISLAND, ALBAY 
FROM THE BICOL REGION TOURISM MASTER PLAN 

WHEREAS, the Bicol Region Tourism Master Plan (BRTMP) serves as the blueprint for the 
development and promotion of tourism in the Bicol Region, the implementation of which will generate 
livelihood and employment opportunities therein; 

WHEREAS, the BRTMP embraces mineral resource-rich areas found in the Island of Cagraray, Albay 
Province; 

WHEREAS, the inclusion of these mineral resource-rich areas in the BRTMP precludes the utilization 
and development of the island’s mineral resources and caused the cessation of exploratory mining and 
related activities, thereby depriving investor of the return on their investments and the local residents 
of employment opportunities; 

WHEREAS, the sustainable development and utilization of natural resources, which includes mineral 
resources, is being promoted and encouraged by the government in accordance with the Philippine 
Mining Act (RA No. 7942, s. 1995); 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me bylaw, do hereby declare and order; 

SECTION 1. Exclusion of Mineral Resource-Rich Areas in Cagraray Island fi'om the Coverage of the 
BRTMP. Upon the recommendation of the Regional Technical Working Gtoup (RTWG) composed of 
representatives from the regional offices of the Department of Tourism National Economic and 
Development Authority, Presidential Commission on Bicol Tourism Special Development Project, and 
representatives from the Provincial Government of Albay, Municipal Government of Bacacay, Albay 
Provincial and Bacacay Municipal Tourism Councils, and in consultation with the concerned local 
communities, the mineral-rich areas in Cagraray Island as delineated in the attached map which forms 
part and parcel of this document, are hereby excluded from the coverage of the Bicol Region Tourism 
MasterPlan. 

SECTION 2. Resumption of Mining ami Related Activities. Mining and related activities that were 
stopped in the mineral resource-rich areas included in the coverage of the BRTMP may be allowed to 
resume upon the certification by the Region V Mines and Geo-sciences Bureau, Provincial 
Government of Albay and Municipal Government of Bacacay that the said areas are within the mineral 
source-rich areas delineated in accordance with the provisions of Section 1 above, and upon the 
completion of pertinent requirements pursuant to existing laws, rules and regulations. 

SECTION 3. Exclusion of Certain Areas from Mining and Related Activities. The Regional Technical 
Working Group shall determine the areas within the delineated mineral resource-rich areas that need to 
be protected from mining and related-activities for, among others, their tourism, ecological, 
archeological values/significance. The RTWG shall coordinate with the Region V Mines and 
Geosciences Bureau for the revocation and/or the non-issuance of mining and other pertinent permits 
for said areas. 

SECTION 4. Ejfectivity. This proclamation shall take effect immediately.

CERTAIN PARCEL OF LAND OF THE PUBLIC DOMAIN SITUATED IN BARANGAY 
KIDAWA, MUNICIPALITY OF LAAK, DAVAO DEL NORTE 


Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources pursuant to Section 18 
of Presidential Decree No. 705, otherwise known as the Revised Forestry Code of the Philippines, as 
amended, and by virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the 
Republic of the Philippines, do hereby withdraw from sale, entry disposition or settlement and reserve 
for research, extension and instmction purposes, forest rehabilitation and protection, bio-diversity 
conservation, crops and livestock production and management including, upland communities training 
and development center of the University of the Philippines Mindanao Reservations, subject to future 
survey and private rights, if any there be, a certain parcel of land of the public domain situated in 
Barangay Kidawa, Municipality of Laak, Davao del Norte, more particularly described as follows:

Bounded on the North by Project No. 56-B, timberland, per LC Map 1856 dated May 10, 1955; 
Bounded on the East by Project No. 56-B Timberland per LC Map 1856 dated May 10, 1955 and 
Project No. 20-J Timberland, Block-B, per LC Map 1894 dated August 30, 1955; Bounded on the 
South by Project 20-J Block B, Timberland per LC Map 1894 dated August 30, 1955; Bounded on the 
West by Alienable or Disposable Project No. 20-J & 56-B per LC Map 1894 and 1856 dated August 
30, 1955 and May 10, 1955, respectively.

Following Forest Zone lines comers 28-1 of Project No. 20-J, Block 11, Alienable or Disposable per 
L.C. Map-1894, dated August 30, 1955 from point 11 to point of 

beginning, containing an area of TWO THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED (2,800) HECTARES, more 
or less. 


The technical description and the area covered by this proclamation are subject to change upon the 
conduct of final survey. The University of the Philippines Mindanao shall undertake a final survey, 
demarcation and monumentation of the reservation under the direct supervision of the Lands 
Management and Forest Management Services of DENR-Region XI. 

The administration and management of the area covered by this reservation shall be under the 
supervision of the University of Philippines Mindanao, Region XI, Davao City. Such supervision shall 




be in coordination with the appropriate CENROs and PENROs where the area is situated and the Forest 
Management Services of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources, Region XI. 

For this purpose, the University of the Philippines Mindanao shall submit to the Office of the President 
of the Philippines a five-year development plan within one (1) year from the date of approval hereof. 
Copies of said development plan shall be furnished the Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources, Region XI andDENR Secretary. 

A thorough inventory and ground validation of all tenurial instruments and/or rights and a validation 
survey of all the Indigenous Peoples (IPs) residing in the area shall be done by DENR-Region XI, in 
close coordination with the University of the Philippines Mindanao. There shall be judicious and 
prompt turnover of the list of all tenurial instruments and/or rights and all other DENR projects within 
the reservation. 

Provided, that a Memorandum of Agreement shall be executed between the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources and the University of the Philippines Mindanao with respect to the 
manner of management, delineation of duties and responsibilities and approaches in the involvement of 
the communities and the Indigenous Peoples (IPs) in the development of projects consistent with the 
Memorandum of Understanding between the University of the Philippines Mindanao and the Kidawa 
Cultural Communities. 

Provided, that no forest occupant, individual or entity shall be dislodged or deprived of his priority 
rights over the area without fair and just compensation in accordance with the CARP Law. All 
Indigenous Peoples (IPs) located inside the reservation, shall not in any way waive or transfer their 
claims/rights to the land. 

Provided, that all beneficiaries of existing tenurial rights/claims located inside the reservation, prior to 
the Proclamation, shall be respected and accommodated for their long-term security and stability. 

Provided further, that when the area is no longer needed for the purpose stated and its development has 
already been abandoned, withdrawn or cancelled, the subject areas are automatically reverted to its 
original status as integral part of the forestlands. 

A twenty-hectare portion of the area reserved herein shall be dedicated to a Training and Experimental 
Station of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources.

The technical description and the area covered by this proclamation are subject to change upon the 
conduct of final survey. The University of the Philippines Mindanao shall undertake a final survey, 
demarcation and monu mentation of the reservation under the direct supervision of the Lands 
Management and Forest Management Services of DENR-Region XI. 


The administration and management of the area covered by this reservation shall be under the 
supervision of the University of the Philippines Mindanao, Region XI, Davao City. Such supervision 



shall be in coordination with the appropriate CENROs and PENROs where the area is situated and the 
Forest Management Services of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources, Region XI. 

For this purpose, the University of the Philippines Mindanao shall submit to the Office of the President 
of the Philippines a five-year development plan within one (1) year from the date of approval hereof. 
Copies of said development plan shall be furnished the Department of Environment and Natural 
Resources, Region XI andDENR Secretary. 

A thorough inventory and ground validation of all tenurial instruments and/or rights and a validation 
survey of all the Indigenous Peoples (IPs) residing in the area shall be done by DENR-Region XI, in 
close coordination with the University of the Philippines Mindanao. There shall be judicious and 
prompt turnover of the list of all tenurial instruments and/or rights and all other DENR projects within 
the reservation. 

Provided, that a Memorandum of Agreement shall be executed between the Department of 
Environment and Natural Resources and the University of the Philippines Mindanao with respect to the 
manner of management, delineation of duties and responsibilities and approaches in the involvement of 
the communities and the Indigenous Peoples (IPs) in the development of projects consistent with the 
Memorandum of Understanding between the University of the Philippines Mindanao and the Marilog 
Communities and the Indigenous Peoples. 

Provided, that no forest occupant, individual or entity shall be dislodged or deprived of his priority 
rights over the area without fair and just compensation in accordance with the CARP Law. All 
Indigenous Peoples (IPs) located inside the reservation, shall not in any way waive or transfer their 
claims/rights to the land. 

Provided, that all beneficiaries of existing tenurial rights/claims located inside the reservation, prior to 
this Proclamation, shall be respected and accommodated for their long-term security and stability. 

Provided further, that when the area is no longer needed for the purpose stated and its development has 
already been abandoned, withdrawn or cancelled, the subject areas are automatically reverted to its 
original status as integral part of the forestlands. 

A twenty-hectare portion of the area reserved herein shall be dedicated to a Training and Experimental 
Station of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources.

DESIGNATING CERTAIN AREAS SURROUNDING THE M A KITI NG FOREST RESERVE AS 
BUFFER ZONE AND PRESCRIBING GUIDELINES THEREOF 


Upon recommendation of the Secretary of Environment and Natural Resources and concurrently 
Chairman of the Mt. Makiling Reserve Area and Laguna de Bay Commission, and by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Philippines, do hereby designate 
the area from the first eighteen percent (18%) slope towards the boundary of the Makiling Forest 
Reserve (MFR) as buffer zone, and more particularly described as follows: 


Beginning at point marked “ 1”, on the plan being, S 68 55' E., 1,340.0 m fromMFRMon. # 10 of Rel. 
2095 ofSto. Tomas, Batangas, thence: 
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to comer 1, containing an area of more or less One Thousand Five Hundred Seventy Eight (1,578.00) 
hectares, subject to future actual ground survey. 


The area covered by this Proclamation is subject to modification as a result of the final survey and 
delineation on the ground to be undertaken by the Department of Environment and Natural Resources 
(DENR) and University of the Philippines — Los Banos (UPLB) in coordination with the Municipal 
Governments of Calamba, Los Banos and Bay of the Province of Laguna and Sto. Tomas of the 
Province ofBatangas. 


The funds needed for this purpose shall be drawn from the Contingency Fund of the Office of the 
President in the amount of Five Million Pesos (P5.0M). 

Guidelines of Implementation 


In line with the Master Plan of Mt. Makiling Reserve Area and Laguna de Bay Region and consistent 
with the government’s overall development framework in the region, this Proclamation has the purpose 
to guide the LGUs, entrepreneurs, developers, businessmen, landowners and other interested 
individuals on the use of the buffer zone surrounding the Makiling Forest Reserve; to avoid further 
encroachment on the Reserve that would create disturbances or damage on the ecology of the area; and 
to reconcile socio-economic undertakings and environmental protection on the use of the buffer area in 
order to minimize negative off-sites effect of land developments therein. 


Consistent with this objective, development of projects and undertakings in the Buffer Zone Area 
should conform with the following: 

A. Projects/undertakings allowed in the buffer zone 


1. Projects which are environment-friendly and which implementation will further enhance the 
environment within the reserve (e.g. aviary, orchidarium, ecological centers, research and development 
projects). Similarly, those developments which are in harmony with the environmental settings and 
general land use of the area and which could promote the advancement of scientific and technical 
knowledge. 

2. Non-environ mentally critical projects, such as but not limited to agro-forestry, reforestation, eco- 
tourism, production forest, protection areas and small-scale livelihood projects (e.g. handicraft, 
cutflower and other ornamental plant production, existing upland agriculture) provided that effective 
soil and water conservation measures shall be adopted. 

3. Low density residential houses, commercial buildings, parks and outdoor recreation establishments 
where the land use has been designated for such purposes provided that technical studies prove its 
suitability. Provided further, that it is in accordance with the comprehensive land use plan and zoning 
ordinance of the municipality. 


All other existing projects/undertakings which are not in conformity with the land use plan and 
guidelines prepared by the Commission shall be allowed to continue to operate except that further 
expansion is prohibited. 




All projects/activities mentioned above should also meet other lawful requirements being imposed by 
LGU, LLDA, HLURB and other regulatory agencies of the government before they are allowed to 
operate in the area. 

All development projects to be established in the Buffer Zone shall be required to undertake an EIA 
(Environmental Impact Assessmentjin accordance with DENR DAO 36 S 1996. 

B. Projects/undertakings prohibited in the buffer zone 

1. Those projects which have high potential for negative environmental inpacts and are listed in 
Presidential Proclamation 2146, dated 14 December 1981 (Proclaiming Certain Areas and Types of 
Projects as Environmentally Critical and Within the Scope of the Environmental Inpact Statement 
System Established under Presidential Decree No. 1586) as well as those industries utilizing and/or 
producing toxic and hazardous substances as defined in RA 6969 (Toxic Substances and Hazardous 
and Nuclear Waste Control Act of 1990). 

2. All projects which are not consistent with the guidelines prepared by the Mt. Makiling Reserve Area 
and Laguna De Bay Commission and/or municipal ordinances, rules and regulations passed by the 
local government units concerned. 

Institutional Arrangement 

The following institutional arrangements are hereby promulgated in implementing this Proclamation: 
Local Government Units (LGUs) 

1. The concerned Local Government Unit (LGU) should reconcile or update their land use plan in 
accordance with the Guidelines prepared by the Commission. The LGU, in furtherance to this 
objective, may also formulate additional guidelines or ordinances adoptablein their area. 

2. The concerned LGU shall determine and issue certification/clearance if the project (existing or 
proposed) is allowed in the buffer zone and confine its use to allowable projects and to impose stricter 
measures or ordinances to attain the objectives of the buffer zone. 

3. The concerned LGU in coordination with the DENR, UPLB, LLDA and MMRALBC, shall monitor 
the inple mentation of the general land use plan, land use changes and other activities in the buffer zone 
for updating and advisory purposes. 

4. The LGUs with the assistance of DENR and UPLB, shall be responsible in establishing a strip of 
visible vegetative fence (flowering trees) and its maintenance along the boundary of the Reserve to 
clearly delineate the area and properly monitor any form of incursions therein. 

5. The concerned LGU together with the Commission, shall provide the necessary funds for trainings, 
seminars and workshops related to updating land use/plans within the buffer zone in accordance with 
sustainable development land use planning. 

Department of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) 

1. The DENR together with UPLB, shall provide technical assistance in the form of consultation, 
training, seminar and workshop for the sustainability of the project and other related technical matters. 

2. In addition to its functions, the DENR shall continue to exercise its mandate on areas/activities 
within the purview of its functions/administrative jurisdiction. 


University of the Philippines, Los Banos (UPLB) 



1. The UPLB shall likewise establish forest protection stations in strategic locations along the boundary 
of the Reserve. 

2. The UPLB shall provide data base to be used for evaluation and management of the buffer zone. 

3. The UPLB, in relation to its mandate, shall provide technical assistance in the preparation of land 
use plans within the buffer zone are. 

Mt. Makiling Reserve Area and Laguna de Bay Commission (MMRALBC) 

1. In addition to its functions, the MMRALBC shall review and assist in the revision/update of all 
existing municipal land use plans within the buffer zone and see to it that they are in conformity with 
the Mas ter Plan. 

2. The MMRALBC may issue supplementary guidelines to effectively implement this Order, prcd 

3. The MMRALBC with the assistance of DENR shall recommend/provide guidelines and system for 
reporting, monitoring and evaluation for sustainable land use. 

Laguna Lake Development Authority (LLDA) 

1. The LLDA shall continue to exercise its mandate on areas/activities within the purview of its 
functions/administrative jurisdiction. 

Office of the President (OP) 

1. The OP shall provide funds for the buffer zone boundary establishment. 

All government agencies are hereby directed to align their development plans, programs and project 
and extend full support to the implementation of this Proclamation. 

The private sector is also encouraged to support the plan and coordinate their activities with the 
respective LGUs.

DECLARING THE HISTORICAL SITES WHICH HAVE PLAYED 
SUPPORTIVE ROLES IN THE COUNTRY’ S STRUGGLE FOR 
INDEPENDENCE AS CENTENNIAL FREEDOM TRAIL (CFT) SITES 


WHEREAS, certain sites in the country have greatly contributed to the country’s struggle for 
independence during the Philippine Revolution against Spain which culminated in 1898; 

WHEREAS, some local government units (LGUs) have played significant roles in our fight for 
freedom and independence during the Philippine revolution; and. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and desirable to honor significant historical sites and LGUs and recognize 
them as Centennial Freedom Trail (CFT) Sites. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, FIDEL V. RAMOS, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue 
of the powers vested in me by Law, do hereby declare key historical sites and local government units 
which played important roles in our development as a nation as Centennial Freedom Trail Sites . 


Section 1. The National Centennial Commission (as lead), National Historical Institute and the 
Department of the Interior and Local Government are directed to identify all historical sites and local 
government units nationwide which shall officially comprise the Centennial Freedom Trail (CFT) 
Sites. 


Section 2. The local government units where these sites are located are entitled to grant centennial 
bonus to its personnel, subject to the approval of their respective sanggunians, to be sourced from their 
savings. 

Section 3. The NCC, NHI and DILG shall, within thirty days, formulate the criteria for the 
determination of the CFT sites and guidelines to implement the provisions of this Proclamation.
